Washington, July 29.—(Special.)\—We are to have more than a mere coaling 
station in the Philippines. That is the indication tonight and it comes as the result of 
a five hours’ wrestling with the problem by the cabinet. The formal reply to Spain 
has not been decided upon, but Judge Day said tonight that he was confident a 
full agreement would be reached tomorrow and that the reply would be in Mon- 
sieur Cambon’s hands by tomorrow evening. 

After two sessions, lasting in all nearly five hours, the element in the 
cabinet which favored taking hold of the Philippines rather than letting 
go of them seems to have prevailed. 

The idea of simply a coaling etation and nothing else, which was the pet scheme 
advocated by Secretary Day, with the approval of the pres.ijent, has been aban- 
doned and the indications now are that the minimum demand with regard to those 


istands in the Pacific will be not only a coaling station, but a port. This comes 
to me direct from one of the strongest members of the cabinet. It is fuliy corrob- 
orated By similar information from other cabinet sources. 

Unfil the matter is fully determined there is of course a chance of a change, 

but these men are confident there will be none. On evéFy point except the Philip- 
pines there was unanimity among the membens of the cabinet. 
_..Ne.money. indemnity, the absolute cession of Porto Rico, the cession 
of Cuba in trust, a coaling station in the Ladrones—presumably Guam— 
these were decided just as foreshadowed in these columns, and there was 
no difference of opinion concerning them. | 

But the rub has been what policy to pursue with respect to the Philippines 
and what to Bay to Spain concerning them. It seems to be the purpose of the 
cabinet to set forth in its note of reply its minimum expectancy with regard to 
these islands. As has been stated, Secretary Day’s idea has been to let them g0 
back to Spain, this country retaining simply a coaling station and assuming no 


responsibility whatsoever for the government of the islands or any one of them. 
Retention Feeling Shows Decided Strength. 


This idea had the president’s approval and it was supposed that it would in 
the end prevail with the cabinet, but when the discussion of the problem began 
this morning it developed that the cabinet was about equally divided in numbers 
and that those who advocated the retention of the entire gfovp, or certainly a 
much broader policy than that outlined by Secretary Day, were unexpectedly firm 
in their position. 

The result of the discussiori has been the conversion of some who were 
in doubt, and the prophecy that they will agree fully tomorrow is based 
on the understanding that Spain is to be told that we will be satisfied 
with not less than a coaling station and port, that the American flag is 
to fly down there in a way that will mean substantial aid in the devel- 
opment of our commercial interests in the far east, in the same way as 


the British flag flies over Hong Kong. ! 

Just how this will be put to Spain is not clear. The members of the cabinet 
realize that {t must be framed as to give other nations no excuse for becoming dis- 
gruntied. For this reason the paragraph covering the Philippines may be very 
general in its terms, indicating the minimum, b+ leaving the final terms to later 
determination. The cabinet members realize that in the wording of that para- 
gtaph the whole future policy of the government on the territorial question is 
involved. They see, too, fhat there are troubles ahead in the carrying out of their 

‘praposed plans. i : ; 

Cabled protests of Europeans resident at Manila against being placed 
back into Spain’s hands were read at the cabinet meeting to illustrate the 
many interests to be considered if not consulted. 

Some urged that the easier way out of the possible complications is for the re- 
tention of the entire group, but that is to be avoided if possible. It is guessed 
that the president and his advisers were not averse to a postponement of final 
action until tomorrow because that gives further opportunity to hear from Dewey. 
They hope to have a confirmation of the reported fall of Manila before sending 
their reply, for that would simplify matters somewhat. But whether it comes, or 


not, they expect to formulate their action tomorrow 
Coaling Station Was an Easy Thing. 


In the cabinet méeting there was no question as to the propriety of demanding 
& coaling station in the Philippines, and while there reasonably might be a differ- 
ence of opinion of the location and extent of this station, little difficulty was ex- 
pected to be encountered in solving that problem, because the matter could be re- 
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ferred to the naval board, who are competent to deal with the subject. 

The perplexing problem was what form of government should be in- 
stituted in the Phihppines, and what should be the nature of the guar- 
antee required of Spain that the new government should be liberal and 
autonomous in character. 


These two questions hinged on the primary decision to interfere at all in pre- 
Scribing a change in the conditions of the Philippines. Some members of the cab- 


inet felt that the insurgents under Aguinaldo, having acted independently of the 


_Unitea States from the very beginning of the insurrectionary movement, and hav-

AN EASY CONQUEST ASSURED 


Information from Porto Rico Indicate 
That the American Army Will 
Have Little Opposition. 


Washington, July 2.—The most impor- 
tant news received at the war department 
today was the cable from General Miles 
announcing the excellent progress being 
made jn southern Porto Rico, and the cap- 
ture of Ponce. The navy department 
also received a cable announcing that the 
navy had captured the city of Ponce and 
landed the forces under General Miles. 
Both departments are very much satisfied 
with what has been accomplished, and 
the tone of both departments indicates that 
the rivalry between the army and navy 


for honors in the Spanish war is not at an 


nd. The department expects an easy 
ine of Porto Rico, and notwithstand- 
ing the overtures for peace made by Spain, 
the war will be prosecuted vigorously in 
that island. 
The belief is general in the war depant- 
ment that General Merritt has landed in 
Manila, though no cab.e information . 
that effect has been received. The fac 
that Merritt sailed a month ago and ~ 
had ample time ‘to reach Manila is .

General Shafter was heard from this af- 
ternoon in a message relating to the trans- 
ports in Santiago which are wanted to 
carry additional forces to Porto Rico. He 
reported that they were being unloaded as 
fast as possible and that the Yucatan, Al- 
leghany, Comal and San Marcos sailed 
for Tampa yesterday, while the Seguranca, 
Miami and Matteawan were to sail today. 
The department wants at least 3 of these 
boats at once at Tampa to load on the 
artillery and cavalry of Coppinger’s di- 
vision. General Coppinger telegraphed to- 
day that so far these troops have left 
Tampa: Eleventh and Nineteenth infantry, 
under General Schwan; batteries C and M, 
of the Seventh Artillery; troops B, Second 
eavalry, and A, Fifth cavalry. 

The following troops are awaiting trans- 
ports: Batteries K and M, Fifth artillery; 
E, of the Sixth; H, of the Seventh, and O, 
of the Fourth. The Fifth infantry, Fifth 
cavalry, General Hudson’s brigade, con- 
sisting of the Second Georgia, Fifth Mary- 
land and First Florida, and General Sny- 
der’s headquarters, ag well as the division 
headquarters. 


AMERICAN CONSULATE GUARDED 


Spanish Threats Are Made Against the 
United States Consul. 

London, July 29.—Mail advices received 
here today from Tangier, Morocco, say 
that the threats of the Spanish residents 
there caused the house of F. C. Partridge, 
the retiring United States consul, to be 
guarded before he left, amd in addition, his 
successor, Samuel Gummerer, was escorted 
to the consulate, which is still guarded by 
Moorish troops. 

The French steamer Obia, which recently 
touched at Tangier with ninety refugees 
from the Canary islands, reported tiiat the 
foreign consuls at the Canaries had noti- 
fied the subjects of their governments that 
Commodore Watson’s squadrom was coming 
and the people therefore were panic strick- 


en and were seeking refuge in the interior 
of the islands. 


Business Anxieties at Santiago. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 2%8.—(Delayed in 
transmission.)—A panicky feeling prevails 
in business circles here, owing to a fear 
that the Americans will turn the city over 
to the Cubans for self-government. No 
confidence exists owing to the uncertainty 
of the future. Orders that were given dur- 
ing the first days of the American occupa- 
tion have been countermanded by cable. 
European merchandise on through bills of 
lading via New York has been ordered un- 
shipped and sold in New York, even at a 
sacrifice. 


Voice for Retention of Philippines. 

Portland, Ore., July 29.—The Portland 
chamber of commerce today adopted Treso- 
lutions regarding the Philippines, declar- 
ing: 

“That we believe that any other couree 
than the retention of these islands would 
be construed as a surrender to the menace 
of foreign powers; that we unhesitatingly 
demand the retention of these islands; that 
the commerce of the orient may be shared 
in by our people without dictation from any 
European power whatsoever.” 


Will Open Telegraph to Ponce. 
Washington, July 29.—General Greely hds 
received information from Colonel Allen, 
of his corps, that arrangements have been 
made to reopen the telegraph office at 
Ponce, which was closed Monday by the 
Spaniards. Colonel Allen leaves St. Thomas 
tonight with operators and instruments 
and it is expected that by Saturday night 
General Miles wil] be in telegraphic com- 

munication with the war department. 


Ignorant of Negotiations. 

London, July 2.—The officials of the 
United States embassy are ignorant of any

TERMS —ANXIGUSLY WAITED 


Gamazo Declares No Armistice Has. Been 
Asked by ls Government 


NEGOTIATIONS WILL BRAG ALONG 


The Cabinet Is Willing To Givé a Coal- 
ing Station in the Philippines 
Provided Spanish Sovereign- 
ty Is Maintained in 
Those Islands. 


Madrid, July 30.—The Spanish govern- 
ment will combat to the last against a 
cession of Porto Rico to the United States. 
It would much rather sacrifice one of the 
Philippine islands, contending that Porto 
Rice has always been loyal, and outside 
the scope of the war. 

Senor Gamazo, Spanish minister of public 
instruction and public works, said in the 
course of an interview yesterday: 


“Spain has not asked an armistice or even 
@ suspension of hostilities. That would be 
tantamount to beseeching th® enemy not 
to strike us. We shall never come to that. 

“The message to the United States, while 
recognizing the superiority of the yankee 
forces and their military operations, is con- 
fined to terms so dignified that when the 
document is published no one will be able 
to say it is humiliating. It asks whether 
the United States is disposed to make 
peace, but requests neither truces nor ar- 
mistices.’’ 


Senor Gamazo added: 

“If Manila surrenders the capitulation 
will only apply to the walled town.” 

It is feared that the. peace negotiations 
will not be very smooth or expeditious. Al- 
ready there are signs of agitation against 
the concessions and ft is very doubtful 
whether all the ministers have the moral 
courage to accept ¢iie responsibility and 
to face boldly a certain amount of unpop- 
ularity. 

Oe es it is not likely that the govern- 
ment will decide to prolong the war be- 
cause of Porto Rico, considerable feeling is 
manifested and every diplomatic effort will 
be made to retain it. 

Apparently there is little objection -to 
ceding a coaling station in the Philippines, 
provided Spanish sovereignty is respected 
in the island, which in the opinion of the 
government and offical circles generally 
will afford compensation in commerce for 
the loss of the Antilles, besides procuring 
occupation for the West Indian army in 
re-establishing Spanish rule. 

The American reply {js still anxiously 
awaited. Judging from press opinions, 
anything beyond the cession of Cuba will 
be considered harsh and unjust. This is 
the unanimous feeling, even among the 
strongest advocates of peace. The people 
are beginning to realize that peace wiil 
mean almost a total loss of colonies, and 
looking to the delicate and difficult position 
of the queen regent, great care is still nec- 
essary to induce the nation to ad¢cept the 
terms. 

The carlist and republican papers are 
making the most of the situation, while 
many of the Catholic prelates decline to 
comply with orders from the vatican to 
censure the carlist agitation. 

E] Imparcial’s Rome correspondent says 
the pope is so displeased with this etti- 
tude of the priests that he has washed his 
hands of the whole affair. 

According to El Liberal, the government 
would not allow even the loss of some of 
the Philippines to hinder the conclusion of 
peace, because it is very doubtful whether 
the country would indorse sending an army 
of 40,000 men to crush the rebellion. One 
of-the leading carlists here denies the re- 
ports of dissension. El Heraldo publishes 
a warning as to sthe necessity for closely 
watching the carlists as peace approaches. 
It is estimated that there are 20,000 persons 
out of employment in Catalonia. 
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NEGRO TROOPS INSULT WHITEs.

SHAFTER WAS HIS OWN GUIDE 


Civil Governor and American Com- 
mander Have a Disagreement, 
Which Is Settled. 
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Sdntiago de Cuba, July 28.—(Delayed in 
Transmission.)—Major General Shafter is 
desirous that it should be known that the 
United States war department has in no 
way interfered with the conduct of the 
campaign. The general adds that he was 
never ‘thampered by the war department. 
and that if the campaign in this vicinity 
had failed the fault would have been all 
his own. The department’s only participa~- 
tion in the operations was in ratifying the 
terms of the surrender of the Spanish 
forces. General Shafter has requested that 
these statements be published in view of 
the fact that the war department has been, 
criticised for faulty management. 

General Shafter has received advices that 
two Spanish transports, one of them being 
a hospital ship, have left the island of 
Martinique. They are expected here to- 
morrow. In addition, three Spa@waish trans- 
ports left Cadiz yesterday and four others 
are to leave Cuba tn July 30th. These 
vessels are capable of carrying about 15,000 
troops and the embarkation will begin 
when al] the vessels reach here. It is ex- 
pected that all the Spanish prisoners of 
war will be embarked by August 15th. 

The American -ommander Bas authorized 
the Spanish officers who commanded the 
troops that came to Samtiago during the 
siege from Manzanillo to send for their 
wives and families, in order that they may 
be able to take them back to Spain at t'he 
government’s expense. In all there are 
about 170 women and children, 

Major General Shafter says he has not 
made certain statements attributed to him 
in an interview on the subject of the atti- 
tude assumed by General’ Garcia, and he 
explains that all the alleged trouble be- 
tween himself and Senor Ros, the civil 
governor of Samtiago, is a small matter. 

Senor Ros considers himself the supreme 
authority, basing his claims upon the state 
paper issued by President McKinley on 
July 18th, and provided in general terms 
for the government of the province of 
Santiago de Cuba. Senor Ros, it is under- 
stood, resents General SQhafter's so-called 
interference with his duties. A little cloud 
arose because of the fact that Senor Ros 
discharged three employees and substituted 
for them three of his own friends. The 
discharged employees complained to Gen- 
eral Shafter, who ordered their reinstate- 
ment. Since then Senor Ros has been 
slightly ruffled, but he is continuing to 
discharge his duties as General Shafter’s 
subordinate. Senor Ros obeyed General 
Shafter’s orders without protest, though 
he may have murmured behind his back. 

The work of cleaning the city is being 
pushed with great activity. Over 200 carte 
are employed in transporting to the out- 
skirts of Santiago the dirt and refuse re- 
moved from the houses. This work, how- 
ever, will take some time, as before every 
house door lies a great pile of rubbish; 
which thas been dumped into the etreets 
by General Woed’s orders. The rubbish 
is being collected and burned in huga 
bonfires.

American Commander Will Push His 
Troops Against the City. | 
Washington, July 29.—The resul thus 
far achieved by General Milés and @aptain 
Higginson, in command of the naval squad- 
ron, in the oc@upation of Porto Rico have 
created a feeling of intense satisfaction 

among officials of the administration. 

Information received today directly from 
General Miles and through dispatches to 
the Associated Press was very gratifying 
to the president and his advisers. It in- 
dicates, as one of “Tie officials expressed it, 
that Miles is cleaning up everything as he 
goes. 

The surrender of Ponce practically with- 
Out a struggle ig regarded by the war de- 
partment officials with especial satisfactidn. 
In importance it is the second city of the 
island. 

While nothing definite is known to the 
war department yet of General Miles’s 
plans for the immediate future, the state- 
ment in his dispatch that the troops will 
soon be In the mountain country is taken 
to mean that he proposes to rapidly push 
on toward San Juan. The lighters taken at 
Playa will enable him speedily to land the 
troops of the expedition as they arrive and 
it is believed there will be no delay in the 
reljuction of the entire island. It is ex- 
pected that the Spanish forces will offer no 
vigorous opposition to the United States 
troops until San Juan is reached. There 
the great battle in the capture of the 
island will be fought unless meantime 
Spain should conclude to yield to the in- 
evitable.

General Miles has issued the following proclamation: 

‘In the prosecution of the war against the kingdom. of Spain by the people 
of the United States in the cause of liberty, justice and humanity, its military 
forces have come to occupy the island of Porto Rico. TMiey come bearing the 
banner of freedom, inspired by a noble purpose, to seek the enemies of our gov- 
ernment and of yours and to destroy or capture all in armed resistance. They 
bring you the fostering arms of a free people. whose greatest power is justice 
and humanity to all living within their fold. Hence they release you from your 
former political relations and it is Hoped that this will be followed by your cheer ‘ 
ful acceptance of the government of the United States. 

“The chief object of the American military forces will be to overthrow the 
armed authority of Spain and give the people of your beautiful island the largest 
measure of liberty consistent with this military occupation. They have not come 
to make war upon the people of the country, who for centuries have been op- 
pressed, but, on the contrary, they Dring protection not only to yourselves, but 
your property, promote your prosperity and bestow the immunities and blessings 
of our enlightenment and liberal institutions and government. 

“It is not their purpose to interfere with the existing laws and customs, which 
are wholesome and beneficial to the people, so long as they conform to the rules 
of the military administration, order and justice. This is not a war of devasta- 
tion and desolation, but one to give ail within the control of the military and 
naval forces the advantages and blessings of enlightened civilization.”

Macon, Ga., July 299.—{Special.)—In the 
Cnited States court at Macon today the 
answer of the Southern Railway Company 
was filed to the bill and amendments of 
the Dunlap Hardware Company et al., of 
Macon, who alleged cthut the Southern 
is owning and controlling competing lines 
of railway in Georgia in violxtion of the 
constitution and ivws of the state and 
detrimental to the business interests of 
the complainants. The Soutncrn’s answer 
is filed by its attorneys, George F. Ed- 
munds, Francis L. Stetson. Hoke Smith, 
Marion E. Erwin, W. A. Henderson, Dor- 
sey, Brewster & Howell, and Hill, Harris 
& Birch. The answer is quite lengthy, 
consisting of twenty-five printed pages. 

The Southern admits that it is a corpo- 
ration chartered under the laws of the 
state of Virginia. It admits that some 
of the complainants are engaged in the 
mercantile or other business in Macon, 
but expressly denies that all or any of 
the complainants are so interested as to 
entitle them to bring this suit, and denies 
that any of them have suffered any special 
damage or injury whatever. 

It expressly denies that in any respect 
it has violated the constitution or any stat- 


utory or other law of said state, or that 


it intends to do so. It is giving under 
the law of the land lawful, effective, cheap 
and convenient service to the citizens of 
the state. 
As to Control of Other Roads. 
In respect to the Elberton Air-Line rail. 


road, the Southern says that said roadbed 


has been changed to the standard gauge, 
and the roadbed and terminus much im- 


“proved, and that by a large expenditure 


of money a better and cheaper service 
has been furnished to citizens needing and 
using such service. 

The same state of facts exist as to lines 
of the Southern throughout the state of 
Georgia. Defendant says it is not true 
that it has been or now is interested in 
the management, control or operation of 
the Central of Georgia railway extended 
through the state or otherwise, and the 


. relations between the two roads are re- 


verse of what is alleged in the bill. The 
two railway companies and their lines al- 
ways have been, and still are, independent 
corporations and lines. It is not true that 
the Southern has entered into any general 
or other scheme of combigation and con- 
solidation of railroad interests and lines 
over a large portion, if not all, of tne 
southern states east of the Mississippi 
river, contrary to the law of the land or 
prejudicial to the interest of citizens dof 
the state of Georgia, or any other state. 

“The whole plan and purpose of the 
Scuthern Railway Company have been 
directed to the organization, maintenance

From the beginning its whole conduct has 
been without corcealment, widely known 
and generally understocd. As was shown 
to the railroagd commission of Georgia, 
now and at all times since the Southern 
Railway Company was organized, the 
Western and Atlantic railway, and thé 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St, Louis Rail- 
Way Company and the Louisville and 
Nashville Railway Company are connec- 
tions of the Central of Georgia at Atlanta, 
and by it preferred and favored to ‘the 
disadvantage of the Southern.

The Southern de- 
nies that its holding sald stock amounts to 
Or effects a controlling interest in the 
management, operation or control of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railway, 
and defendant denies that it controls that 
company. The traffic of the two are dif- 
ferent, the patrons are not the same. The 
patrons of the Georgia duttidea and Flor- 


ida have suffered since, nor on account 
of its o nization or conduct of this 
defendant, and notwithstanding the in- 


creased services and the improvements to 
the property, ‘the Georgia Southern has 
rendered services to its shippers with a 
substantial decrease of charge, and be- 
lieves Adrian H. Joline, George Sherman 
and Anthony J. Thomas, of New York, 
constituting the committee for the re- 
organization of the Richmond ang West 
Point Terminal Railway and Warehouse 
Company, are the holders and owners of 
49,985 “shares of the Central of Georgia 
stock, being all but fifteen shares of the 
total capital stock of the Central. Samuel 
Spencer, one of the directors of that com- 
pany, is the ictual owner of one share of 
its capital stock, and the Southern rail- 
way believes that one of the remaining 
fourteen shares is owned by each of the 
other fourteen directors of the Central, 
of whom two are citizens of New York 
and twelve are citizens of Georgia. 

“The contro] of the Atlanta and Florida 
by the Southern, which was purchased, 
and the Georgia Midland, which was leas- 
ed, has been in compliance with the con- 
sliitution amd statutes and with the public 
policy of the state and wholly beneficial 
to the public. The roadbeds and service 
have been ercatly improved. 

“The Southern denies that itis the own- 
er of the Macon and Birmingham railroad 
or controls and directs the management. 
It believes that the owners and controllers 
of the Macon and Birmingham are B. &, 
Parsons and F. M. Edwards, of Boston. 
By way of collateral security of certain 
notes of Parsons and Edwards, the South- 
ern holds first mortgage bonds of the

VIRGINIA’S GOVERNOR PROTESTS 


No More Wounded Troops from Cuba 
Wanted at Fort Monroe. 

Richmond, Va., July 29.—Governor Tyler 
tonight, at the urgent request of the quar- 
antine officers at Newport News and Old 
Point, sent to Surgeon General Stern- 
berg, of the army, a strcng protest against 
more wounded solliers frcm Cuba being 
landed at Fort Monroe. 

He calleq attention to the fact that the 
breaking out of a yellow fever epidemic 
there, besides endangering the lives of 
thousands of pe?ple in Virginia, would also 
weaken if it did not absolutely unman 
Fort Monroe, which guards the entrance 
to Washington; would suspend work at 
the government navy yard at Norfolk, and 
would also cause the stoppage of all work 


'on the men of war now in process of con- 


struction at the private yards at Newport 
News. The Newport News ang Old Point 
quarantine officers filed similar protests. 

Norfolk, some years ago before the civil 
war, suffered terribly from an epidemic of 
yellow fever. 


INQUIRY AS TO DUBOSC AFFAIR. 


Chemberlain Tells Why Spaniard Was 
Ordered Out of Canada. 


London, July 29.—The secretary of state 
for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
replying in the house of commons today 
to Mr. Thomas Gibson Bowles, conserva- 
tive, member for Lynn Regis, said Senor 
Dubosc, the former Spanish charge .d’af- 
faires at Washington, was formally re- 
quested by the Canadian premier, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, to leave Canada. 

This, Mr. Chamberlain added, was done 
at the direction of the imperial govern- 
ment and on the ground that there was 
reason to believe Senor Dubosc was using 
Canada for the purpose of gg amg oor 

ainst the United States. n- 
ee Chamberlain said that the 
authority to expel alies from Canada in 
such cases rests with the crown. 

Answering another question, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said the government could not 
undertake to lay on the table the papers 
having bearing upon Senor Dubosec’s ex-

EDITORIALS ARE UNANIMOUS 


United States Is Advised to Take the 
Phlilpplnes in the Deal 


SAGASTA MAY MAKE GOOD TRABE 


Morning Papers Are of the Opinion 
That the United States Has Given 
the Queen Regent the Best 
of the Trade All the 
Way Through. 


London, July 30.—Except upon the unset- 
tled point of the Philippines, the main 
lines of the peace terms were already 


discounted here. The editorials in the 


morning papers today generally regard 


them as evidence of a d2sire on the part 
of the United States to treat Spain gen- 


erously and to limit, so far as possible, 


the extension of America’s administrative 


responsibilities beyond seas. The papers 


agree that there is no Hmited liability in 


warfare. Spain is naturally sore, but they 


point out she must put up with the loss 
of Porto Rico, and, if she is well advised, 
she will close with the Amefyican terms. 

The Times, in an editorial on the terms 
of peace, confines itself to a discussion 
raised in the Philippines. It says: 


“It seems equally difficult for America 
to take or leave them. Spain had trouble 
enough to hold them before the war. She 
will be still more embarrassed now and 
probably would not remain long without 
tempting offers from some of the powers, 
which her poverty might impel her to 
accept. 

“Had America demanded a cession of 
the Philippines outright, Spain could hard- 
ly have avoided yie.ding. Now she may 
find in her very sveakness the means of 
softening the other conditions of peace. 
For, since the United States have decided 
that the islands are not worth annexing, 
some arrangement must be made with 
Sfain to ensue «he reversion of the islands 
to the United States in the event of Spain 
failing to maintain a tolerable govern- 
ment. 

“Here are all t!:e elements of a bargain 
which skillful iplomacy might turn to 
Spain’s advantage, but the thing must 
he done quickly and the advani«ge not 
pressed too far."’ 


The Datly Chronicle ts for the annexa- 
tion of the Philippines; and thinks “it will 
not be an easy task to bring General Mer- 
ritt an@ his army back with nothing to 


show but a coaling station.” The paper 


says: 


“We are impatient with American mod- 
esty in believingsthe task of governing the 
Philippines too much for the United States 
it must be admitted that a grave danger 
looms in German ambitions, but no other 
power will object to annexation. England 
has already informed Washington to that 
effect, and Europe, with the exception of 
Spain and Germany, would be relieved if 
the United States decides on taking the 
Philippines.”’ 


The Standard advises Spain to accept the 
terms, and is not surprised that America 
does not intend to annex the Philippines. 
It says: 


“If Germany’s temper had been officially 
manifested, the Philippines would have 
been annexed just to show that America 
was not to be bullied. We would be giad 
if she did amnex them, and, in any case, 
we do not believe that she will like the 
idea of Spain sending the Cuban army to 
the Philippines.’’ 


The Daily Mail says: 


‘‘We cannot believe that President Mc- 
Kinley will abandon Aguinaldo and the in- 
sungenits. It would be the deepest dis- 
honor, besides sowing the seeds of univer- 
sal war. A joint commission could not 
arrive at an enduring compromise.”’ 


In The Daily Mails opinion an indem- 
nity of from 6,000,000 to 7,000,000 pounds 
sterling ($30,000,000 to $35,000,000) will be de- 
manded for the loss of ‘the Maine.”

INSURGENT CHIEFS CONVENE. 


Aguinaldo Is Practically Dictator of 
the New Government. 

Cavite. Manila Bay, June 13. via Hong 
Kong.—The insurgent chiefs from all over 
the island met at Cavite yesterday to form 
the provisional government. General 
Aguinaldo is at the head of it, and is prac- 
tically dictator. They intend to establish 
the capital in a small town in the interior 
not far from Manila. Aguinaldo is going to 
take the field in person. {he insurgent 
army is well armed with Mauser rifles, 
either captured or bought, and thas plenty 
of ammunition. Besides, the insurgents 
have proved that they have great courage 
and remarkable energy. 

A few days since, during a raid around 
the city by Aguinaldo’s forces, they cap- 
tured the wife and children of General 
Augusti, governor general of Manila, who 
were living in a small suburb, and Admiral 
Dewey was requested by the ardhbishop to 
use ‘his good offices to procure their release. 

The German vice-admiral arrived yester- 
day on the Gefion and saluted the Spanish 
flag. This has not been done wy any other 
nationality except the Japanese. The first 
of the latter’s ships to arrive after the 
battle did this through a misunderstanding 
of the condition of affairs. Now, of course, 
it is well understood that the blockading 
fleet is blockading Manila, and only allow 
the foreign men-of-war by courtesy to go 
into the city. 

Since commencing operations immediately 
after the capture of Cavite by the Amer- 
icans, the insurgents under Aguinaldo have 
taken 2,200 Spanish soldiers prisoners. 
These they have confined in the old fort 
at Cavite. There the admiral has allowed 
them to establish headquarters. Starting 
from there as a base, they have driven back 
the Spaniards in a series of skirmishes and 
assaults on their ntmerous smal] forts. 
Now the insurgents have possession of all 
the coast and this side of the bay and all 
the territory around Manila except to the 
northwest, which is reputed to be very pro- 
Spanish in its sympathies. 

For several days the insurgents attack- 
ed the fort at Malate, which is the last 
fortified place outside of Manila, on the 
bay south of the city. They finally cap- 
tured it, and are now ready to advance 
on the city as soon as Admiral Dewey 
wishes to commence operations against it. 
The Spaniards admit now that the in- 
surgents alone could probably take Ahe out- 
skirts and new part ae: but, of 

y 


course, without artiller uld make no 
impression on the heavy waNs of the city, 
wihich could withstand a si of months. 
It will require the heavy guns the United 
States’ fleet to breach it if the inhabitants 
do not surrender on the demdnd of Ad- 
miral Dewey. 

Three small steamers flying the insurgent 
flag arrived yesterday, 
about four hundred wounded and captured 
Spaniards. These Were all taken in a cam- 
paign around Batances bay, which is some 
distance south of Manila bay, and quite 
a stronghold of the Spanish. 


NO OVERTURES BEFORE FRIDAY. 


Sane 


Positively Known That Spain Made 
No Peace Steps Before Last Week. 


Washington, July 29.—In diplomatic quar- 
ters it is stated that the peace proposi- 
tions took form in Madrid on Friday last 
and that not until then had the Spanish 
cabinet itself determined to risk a direct 
proposition for peace. Before that day 
there was doubtless more or less talk in 
the line of a peace Proposition, but as 
stated it was not finally agreed upon as 
the government policy of Spain. 

On that day Duke Almodovar de Rio, 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, draft- 
ed the Spanish proposal to this govern- 
ment and it was formally agreed that it 
should be presented direct to President 
McKinley, the French ambassador. at 
Washington acting as a medium of com- 
munication, The proposal was cabled to 
Ambassador Cambon in cipher, but before 
acting he advised with his government as 
to their wishes. In the meantfme the state 
department received no intimation from 
the ambassador that Spain was about to 
present this peace proposition. The in- 
Structions from Paris came last Monday 
night, too late for the presentation of 
Spain’s proposa] that day. 

On Tuesday the state department was 
asked to arrange for a call by the ambas- 
sador on the president and this being set 
for 3 o’clock, the proposal for peace for 
the finst time was made known to the 
United States. Until then there was not 
even an intimation to this government that 
the proposition was to be made, so that 
all cognizance of Spain’s purposes to sue 
for peace dates from 3 o’clock on Tues- 
day afternoon. It may be said also that 
at no previous: time had the French am- 
bassador or any representative of the 
French embassy spoken on the subject 
of peace to any Official of this govern- 
ment. 

With these facts established beyond 
question, the statement attributed to Pre- 
mier Sagasta that “we ain) resolved 
on peace many days ago and made own 
our resolutions to the United States gov- 
ernment,” is discredited with great posi- 
tiveness in those diplomatic quarters having 
the most intelligent knowledge of the eit- 
uation. The report, is ynted out, 
comes by way of London, which is re- 
garded as furnishing a reason for this :ndi- 
rect effort to prejudice the negotiations.

Americans Should Govern, 


THEY HAVE FEAR OF CUBAN VENGEANCE 


Men Prominent in the City Have De- 
termined To Leave Until Future 
Government of Island Has 
Been Made Apparent by 
American Orders. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 28.—(Delayed in 
Transmission.)—A panicky feeling prevails 
in business circles here owing’ to a fear 
that the Americans will turn the city over 
to the Cubans for self-government. No 
confidence exists, owing to the uncertain- 
ties of the future. Orders that were given 
during the first days of the American 0Oc- 
cupation have been countermanded by ca- 
ble. Even the European merchandise on 
through bills of lading via New York has 
been ordered unshipped and sold in New 
York even at a sacrifice. 

In the market place few of the stalls are 
occupied. A little rice was being sold at an 
exorbitant price. In a large warehouse near 
the landing place there were a few sacks 
of flour, dozens of sacks of raw coffee and 
a large quantity of American beers and 
Spanish liquors. 

There was no searcity of liquor in town, 
but it was not sold openly. A few Ameri- 
can soldiers got drunk and were locked up. 

There was no offensive display of military 
soldiers, and the Spanish 
sentry boxes at the street corners were 
unoccupied. The city hall, the theater, 
where Adelina Patti made her first appear- 
ance on this continent, and other buildings 
were occupied by American soldiers, who 
also kept the crowds off the wharves, that 
the transports might have an opportunity 
to land supplies. The local police were on 
duty, the cathedral was open as usual and 
matters were resuming their normal con- 


force by our 


dition, 

The American and Spanish. soldiers fra- 
ternized at once after the surrender. 

The little bay of Juragua has been the 
army’s base of supplies for weeks, but to- 
morrow the commissary department will 
establish headquarters at Santiago. 

Transports in the Harbor. 

Most of the transports which have been 
waiting off Juragua to discharge their 
cargoes are at anchor in this harbor. They 
will go up to the wharves and unload and 
as much stuff will be got ashore in one 
hour here as could be landed in twenty- 
four hours at Juragua. The cove at Jura- 
gua does not afford even an anchorage. 
It is a mere indentation in the rugged 
coast, caused by the debouching of the 
Juragua river. There is a quarter of a 
mile of beach, on which the surf beats 
thunderously. The vatley of the Juragua 
winds back through the hills. To the 
westward of the river is a _ stretch of 
Jand about fifty feet above the sea, which 
tries to toss spray up the cliff onto it. 
On this land was. situated the town of 
Siboney, consisting of a few dozene one- 
story houses well stocked with dfsease 
germs. Happily, the town is no more} 
having been burned after it had caused 
dozens of cases of yellew fever. A little 
to the east of the mcuth of the river is 
a wharf made of heavy timbers bolted 
together, and which, being in deep water, 
floats, rising and falling with the surf. 
The steam lighter discharged supplies from 
the transports at this rude wharf night 
and day, which supplies were rushed to 
the commissary building on a car. Many 
thousands of men were landed from small 
boats, in the surf or at this wharf and here 
was*landed most of General Shafter’s ar- 
tillery. The process was tedious and while 
the men at the front were nursing sores 
caused by lack of vegetable food, the 
crews of the transports were heaving over- 
board hundreds of barrels of potatoes and 
onions which spotled on board. 

How Camps Were Located. 

On the sandy flat about the mouth of the 
river were camped the men who looked 
after the supplies of the various regiments. 
The beach to the westward contained the 
hospital tents, thhe doctors’ tents and the 
abodes of the newspaper correspondents, 
and is now occupied by the yellow fever 
detention camp, guarded and policed by 
the Twenty-fourth (colored) infantry.. The 
railroad of the Juragua Iron Compaay 
crosses the Juragua river on an iron bridge, 
passes in front of the detention camp, con- 
tinues westward along the cliff tov to 
Aguadores, then finds a way inland among 
the hills to Santiago tharbor. Te rail- 
road has been repaired, the Spaniards hav- 
ing been unable to destroy the bridges or 
the locomotives. 

A mile above the railroad bridge is a re- 
concentrado camp. Children and women 
are still living in thatched huts, nearly as 
naked as before, but now well fed. 

The country between Siboney and San- 
tiago thas been described as rugged and 
mountainous, but a man from the far west 
would say it was hilly. 

General Shafter’s headquarters were 
pitched on a level grassy area, through 
which a crystal branch of the Rio Guamo 
pursues its rippling way. Trees and bushes 
gave a grateful shade. Here General 
Shafter was accustomed to sit out doors, 
bareheaded, stripped to his shirt and 
trousers, occupying a strong camp chair, 
under the spreading branches of a tree be- 
hind his tent, letting the wind blow on 
him. Here dispatches from the front de- 
scribing the negotiations for the surrender 
of Santiago were handed to him from time 
to time, and General Shafter dictated mes- 
sages to General Miles at Siboney, which

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REFUGEES IN U. 8S. AMBULANCES. 


Yellow Fever Was Brought Among 
American Soldiers Needlessly. 
Chicago, July 29.—The first definite state- 
ment was made today as to how yellow fe- 
ver was brought into the ranks of the 
American army at Santiago. Mr. L. H. 
Beach, who represented the Associated 
Press along the fighting line at Santiago, 
and who has just returned to Chicago, 

made the statement as follows: 


“It is an actual fact—something I saw 
with my own eyes—that vur army ambu- 
lances were used to carry C refugees 
who had fled from Santiago rho were 
Carrying the germs of ad tcver 
With them. .When Gene fter sent 
word to Santiago th: to bum- 
board the city, the people gan to tlee 
and the most of th to El) Caney. 
This is a town of abdow ‘hundred pco- 
ple, but 15,000 refugees thither and 
occupied the houses in which there was 
room for only 6500. 

“The town was overflowing, there was 
no food for the Cubans and the army had 
not enough to spare. So these people had 
to go out and forage for themselves. San- 
tlago is Known as the worst yellow fever 


port in Cuba, and those people who did 
not carry it with them, soon ha it, for 
their condition, huddled togeth2r as they 


were, was terrible and brought the pest 
almost immediately. 

“I know it to be a fact, having seen it 
myself, that the army ambulances were 
used to haul these refugees from FE! Caney 
so they might get food. The people waded 
through the mud and were picked up by 
the ambulances. Then the sick and wound- 
ead were hauled in the same ambulances. 
But worst of all, it seems to me, is the 
fact that the commissary wagors which 
always were going to Sibonev aml back, 
carrying food, went out with “nod, returned 
loaded with refugees and went hack again 
loaded with food. 

“No yellow fever appeared in the army 
before the lines were opened io these peo- 
ple from Santiago, and Dr. Tucker, of Chi- 
cago, who was with the correspondents, 
told us just two days before the vellow 
fever appeared that is must come tn ferty. 
eight hours. He also told Major Frpe. the 
surgeon, but the latter said he ceoild do 
nothing to avoid it.’’ ;

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CLIMATIC CHANGES IN PROGRESS 


Variations in Latitude Also Attracting 
the Notice of Scientists. 
From The Minneapolis Times. . 

The remarkable climatic changes made in 
this country during the last few years 
have attracted the attention of scientists 
and many theories have been advanced as 
to their cause. In some quarters these 
changes have been attributed to supposed 


changes in the gulf stream: while in others 
it is maintained that the gulf stream is 
governed absolutely in all its changes by 
unvarying natural law, that the current 
is always in its place ready to give off heat 
and moisture to the air whenever the de- 
mand may be made upon it, but that by the 
erratic movement of the air this moisture 
may be delivered at unexpected times and 
seasons; and thus plausibility is given to 
the assertion that the gulf stream has gone 
astray. Solar disturbances have also often 
been ‘held to be accountable for those cy- 
clonic storms which come so mysteriously 
and cause such 
yet, it must be confessed, no definite con- 
clusion has ever been arrived at, nor have 
we been even initiated into the secret of 
climatic modifications and ehanges. 

One question which has of late attracted 
the attention of scientists is the variation 
of the latitudes. It is remarkable that 
Berlin, Germany and~Pulkova (near S8t. 
Petersburg) change their geographical po- 
sition from year to year. Their latitudes 
decrease. Every year the observatories at 
these places seem to move away from the 
north pole by a few inches; yet as they do 
not move in reality, there is no alternative 
but to conclude that the north pole itself 
changes its position, although scientists 
have theretofore considered such a move- 
ment most improbable. 

The earth’s axis of 


rotation slowly

changes its position in space; but the the- 


ory thas been held that within the earth 
itself the axis remained unaltéred. It has 
been asserted that if two travelerg shovid 
erect a cairn at both the north and the 
south pole, the cairns would always rep- 
resent the position of the axis of rotation 
of the earth, but recent obsevations-have 
demonstrated that the eairn would have 


to be shifted continuasly in order to mark — 


the true position of the pole. 

Prineé Krapotkin, in an article in The 
Ninefeenth Century, on the progress of 
modern science, refers incidentally to this 
discovery, and to its importance to the 
physical geographer. Two great geological 
facts have never yet been satisfactorily 
explained—the glaciation of the earth and 
the existence at one time of rich-flowering 
and fruit-bearing vegetation over the wide 
continent which embraces Greenland, Spitz- 
bergen, Siberia and North America. These 
facts could best be explained by a change 
in the position of the earth's axis; and

All the worla@ wondered and protested 
when the big American metropolis secured 
Cleopatra's needle as an. attraction for 
Central Park.

nexation of Porto Rico forms the one 
‘feature of Indemnity which is recorded, 
and even that may be regarded as a 
happy riddance for Spain; because with 
a free Cuba near at hand, the Spanish 
government could not reasonably have 
hoped to have maintained its control 
over the island of Porto Rico. Revolu- 
tion in a very short time was inevit- 
able, and then the same story already 
recorded in Cuba would have to be writ- 
ten over in the history of that island. 
As it is, she gets rid of Cuba, 9nd with 
it, a war which was a constant men- 
ace and expense. In the surrender of 
Porto Rico, Spain will anticipate the 
troubles of the future and escape from 
them. Going over to the Philippine 
islands, it will be seen that the de- 
mands of the United States are exceed- 
ingly moderate; in fact, it is such a 
demand as might have been obtained 
by purchase in time of peace.

In course of time they become aston- 
ished to find that the men whose ser- 
vices in industrial and commercial life 
were far below par, have suddenly 
bloomed out into luminaries of the first 
order, and salaries which put to shame 
the presidents of great corporations 
must go to them. The excuse is made, 
whenever these taxpayers attempt to 
ask an impertinent question, that great 
talent is required in public office. He 
wonders, however, why it was that 
the same talent could not win the same 
return in private life, but, deterred by 
the frown whidh met his first question, 
he relapses into silence, returns to his 
work and continues on, paying taxes 
ever increasing, intended to meet bills 
which never diminish, while his own 
business is subject to the vicissitudes of 
fortune and often of suspension alto- 
gether. 

Occasionally, however, the taxpayer 
will think—he will wonder why the tax 
list does not rise and fall with the same 
regularity which the market visits 
upon his own business. When read- 
ing a United States appropriation bill, 
for instance, and he sees credited to the 
late Rutherford B. Hayes $50,000 in sal- 
ary, he wonders in what respect the 
country was better served for so much 
money than when Thomas Jefferson 
filled the executive chair at one-half 
the sum. Is it any wonder that, fol- 
lowing out this comparison, he begins 
to lose faith in some of the work of 
modern legislation, and looks upon the 
salary list as one which hides a great 
ceal which needs explanation. The 
case just quoted might be followed down 
through the entire federal list, until at 
last it would strike that of the state, and 
there the taxpayer must stop, because 
if he carried the comparison further he 
would be accused of becoming personal.

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SHOT 10 DEATH 


Robert Lewis Kills Charles 
Haynes on the Street 


vOT 4 WORD WAS SPOKEN 


Said That Lewls Had Been Blscharged 
by the Man He Killed, 


PRISONER REFUSES TO TALK ABOUT IT 


Killing Witnessed by Several People. 
Coroner Will Hold an Inquest 
This Morning—What Those 
Who Saw the Shooting 
Think About It. 


WITHOUT A WORD OF WARNING 
Robert Lewis shot and killed Charles 
Haynes yesterday afternoon at 6 o’clock, in 
front of the new Grant building, corner of 


.North Forsyth and Walton streets. 


Lewis was a discharged workman, and 
from all the evidence that could be se- 
cured after the shooting, it was believed 
that the killing was caused by Lewis be- 
lieving he had been unfairly treated. Lewis 
refused to make any statement, and the 
man who gave up his life was unable to 
speak after the fatal bullet was fired. 

The shooting was cool and deliberate and 
the only defense set up to the killing last 
night was that of insanity. 

It was about dusk-that Charles Haynes 
left off work at the Grant building, corner 
of Forsyth and Walton streets, and started 
toward his home. He walked half across 
Forsyth street when Lewis, without speak- 
ing a word, drew a pistol and fired one 
shot. 

Haynes threw up his hands and ran back 
into the building which he had just de- 
serted and then fell upon his face dead. 

Not more than twenty-five feet from the 
shooting was standing Policeman Hurst, 
and he hastened toward the man with the 
pistol. 

“What have you done?” 
Hurst. 

“Killed a man,” was the reply. 

“What did you kill him for?” was the 
next question asked, and there was no re- 
ply. 

Foreman Hugh Bell, who superintends 
the laying of the tiling at the Grant build- 
ing, made the following statement about 
the killing: 

“I was standing near the corner of For- 
syth and Walton streets when I saw Lewis 
edvance with a pisto} in his hand. He held 
the weapon so that it rested on his left 
arm. Only one shot was fired and Haynes 
staggered into the gate and was dead be- 
fore we could reach him.” 

Immediately after the killing Lewis was 
arrested and locked up in a cell at the po- 
lice barracks. He refused to talk and when 
approached he said that he did not wish 
to talk until he had seen a lawyer. 

*“T do not wish to say a word about this 
affair,”’ was the reply to several questions.

Policeman’s Statement. 

Policeman Hurst was standing not twen- 
ty feet from the two men when the shoot- 
ing took place and he says that there was 
not a word spoken. Lewis walked out 
from beneath a shed at the corner of For- 
syth and Walton streets, and drawing a 
pistol fired one shot. Haynes reeled and 
ran into the inclosure which he had just 
previously left. 

Policeman Hurst arrested Lewis as he 
Was in the act of trying to make his revol- 
ver shoot again, 

“I was near both parties,” stated the 
policeman last night, “ang I could have 
heard if there had been any words spoken. 
I saw Lewis raise a pistol, throwing it 
ever his left arm while he took deliberate 
aim and fifed. I ran to him, and while 


I was holding him Haynes ran into the 


yard surrounding the building and fell.” 

Patrolman Coogler, who was a block 
away when the killing occurred, said he 
ran immediately to Haynes and saw him 
&@s he was falling. The dying man said 
nothing and was dead before a question 
Could be asked him, 

Hugh Bell, the foreman of the bdullding, 
Made the following statement: 

“Haynes was a sub-foreman of the tiling 
work, and I told him yesterday to dis- 
Charge Lewis, as he was incompetent and 
Was drinking. This afternoon I was stand- 
ing on the corner of North Forsyth and 
Walton streets and I heard a pistol shot. 
I looked up and saw that Lewis hag shot 
Haynes. There had not been a word 
Spoken. Haynes, after he was shot, ran 
Into the inclosure about the building, and 
when I reached his side he was dead.” 

The testimony of Foreman Bell was cor- 


roborateq by three other witnesses, and, 


in fact, there was so testimony of any 
Other nature, It seemed that Lewis had 
Waited for Haynes, because he trad dis- 
charged him, ana deliberately shot him to 


death.

A large crowd collected about the scene 
after the killing. The gates were close.) 
and only a few persons were allowed to 
enter the building and view the dead pody. 
An undertaking wagon from Patterson's 
carried the body away. Before it was 
removed it had been laid upon a pine 
board within a few feet of where the 
dying man had fallen. 

Captain Henry Jennings, who was on 
duty when the killing occurred, made a 
most thorough investigation of the affair. 
He secured the testimony of all eye-wit- 
nesses and there was nothing to be ob- 
tained beyond the fact that Lewis had 
shot and killed Haynes without apparent 
provocation and without any cause. 

The body of the dead man was taken to 
the undertaking establishment of H, M. 
Patterson, where the inquest will be held 
this morning. 

Lewis has lived in Atlanta several years. 
He has been twice married. He was 4di- 
vorced from his first wife. 

The dead man, Charley Haynes, leaves a 
wife ang two children, who reside at the 
corner of Emmett and Curran streets. 
He was regarded as a qu‘et and peaceable 
man and was on his way home when he 
was shot and killed. 

An examination of the wound which 
killed Haynes showed that the bullet had 
entered the center of the breast and had 
passd almost entirely through the body. 


BLANKS TO BE IN AUGUST 487 


Special Taxes Will Have To Pe Yor- 
warded to the Collector at Once. 


MONEY MUST ACCOMPANY FORMS 


The Supply of War Tax Adhesive 
Stamps Is Now Syfficient for the 
Demands of the State. 


Under the special war tax levied by the 
government, which went into effect on the 
ist of July, all persons dealing in articles 
subject to the tax will be compeiled to 
have their return blanks in the hands of 
Collector Rucker on or before the list day 
of next month. 

This tax is the most general one of ite 
kind ever levied by the authority of the 
United States. It takes in numerous enter- 
prises hitherto exempt from special taxa- 
tion, and for this reason the manner in 
which it is to be collecteqd has been gene- 
rally misunderstood. 

Dealers in whiskies and tobacco, who 
have all along been compelled to pay the 
special tax, understand the manner of 
properly filling the blanks, but many of 
the business men who have recently been 
brought under the tax are not (familiar 
with the process. 

A special blank form, known as form No, 
11, thas been issued for the convenience of 
the dealers and the revenue collectors, and 
the iaxpayer must sign and swear to this 
return and forward it to the collector of 
internal revenue for his district, together 
with the amount of tax he is due the gov- 
ernment for the year. 

The collector has received several re- 
turns made out properly, but the money 
Was not sent with them, and in all cases 
of this kind the dealer will be subject to 
the penalty as much as if he had ignored 
the tax altogether. Others have sent the 
amount of the tax due for the year with 
no blamk or affidavit accompanying it, and 
in such cases the money has been returned 
or held until the proper biank could be 
forwarded and signed. 

In all cases it is mnecessary for the 
blank and the amount of the tax to come 
together. 

Collector Rucker is now even with the 
numerous orders for war tax stamps that 
have heen accumulating in his office for the 
past month. The orders coming from every 
part of the state thave demanded a large 
supply of stamps, but in the last two 
weeks several heavy shipments of stamps 
have been. received from Washington and 
confidence has been restored in the col- 
lector’s office once more.

No Question About the State Rallroad 
Commission Acting Favorably. 


ALL THE MEMBERS HAVE SUFFERED 


They Have the Power To Give Atlanta 
Modern and Abundant Station 
Facilities and Accommoda- 
tions—What the Roads 
Have To Say. 


THE NEW PASSENGER S8TATION 
agitation is going to bear fruit this time. 
Complaint will certainly be made to the 
State raflroad commission and a petition 
presented to require the roads entering 
Atlanta to put up a more commodious and 
modern building—one which will accommo- 
date the trains and the crowds, 

While all the roads are presumed to en- 
ter thhe present shed, as a matter of fact 
all their trains do not. Two trains have to 
steynd outside, and to get to the farthest 
one, passengers often have to climb over 


the first. 

The arrangement of the shed is very bad. 
Passengers have to cross tracks to get to 
every train except the Western and At- 
lantic’s. A dozen times a day passengers 
have to climb over trains or wait several 
minutes for them to be cut in two. 

The railroad commissioners are perfectly 
familiar with the conditions and the an- 
noyances to which travelers are subjected 
here. No citizen realizes more clearly tre 
inadequacy of the existing accommodations. 
than the members of the board, and there 
is no question about their directing the 
roads to make better provisions than those 
now afforded, if they are asked. 

New stations have been ordered cften by 
the commission, and not until the Central 
railway contested tha boards authority to 
compel it to carry out its oraers was the 
authority questioned. The Central disputed 
the board’s power in two cases. One came 
up from Forsyth and the other from 
Americus. There was a fairly good station 
at Americus, and the railroads thougiht it 
would do if remodeled. Judge Fort, a res:- 
dent of that city, and then a railroad com- 
missioner, backed the petition for a new 
station and the board ordered wne. 

Now that the supreme court has decided 
that the commission thas the power to 
compel the roads to build stations where 
the accommodations are insufficient, a num- 
ber of points in the state will no doubt 
make complaint to the board about their 
station facilities. Dalton ‘wants better ac- 
commodations. The passenger station there 
is about ‘half the size of a box car. Mari- 
etta’s case was mentioned yesterday. At- 
lanta’s case is about the worst in the state, 
Patrons of the roads are continually com-' 


plaining, and the papers over the state | 


and in otfher states are saying very harsh 
things about the carshed here. 

It is generally understood that the hitch 
is caused by the unwillingness of the West- 
ern and Atlantic lessee, the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, to give up the 
present buiiding. It does not want to go 
somewhere else because that would mean 
expense to it, while the old shed is a 
source of revenue to it. The other roads 
are unwilling to spend much money on the 
present site for the reason that there is 
not space enough there to accommodate tie 
trains which are running into Atlanta to- 
day. Ten or twenty years hence, the num- 
ber of trains will be much larger, and it 
would be folly to build for the future on a 
site which is overcrowded now. 

It would suit the Western and Atlantic 
for the Southern to draw out of the pres- 
ent shed, because that would give the State 
road an advantage in travel to Chatta- 
nooga. If the Southern leaves, the Central 
and the Atlanta and West Point will prob- 
ably leave, too. They have agreed to go 
together and build a union station if the 
Western and Atlantic will join with them. 

Another objection to building on the 
present site is the danger to and interrup- 
tion of travel across the tracks at White- 
hall, Pryor and Loyd streets. While this 
would be reduced somewhat by the with- 
drawal of the Southern, West Point and 
Central, yet there would still be the trains 
of the Western and Atlantic, the Seaboard 
and the Georgia railroads. 

In presenting the matter to the commis- 
sion, there will be two objections to the 
present site—first, that the space is too 
small to accommodate all the tracks which 
would be in the station, and, second, the 
city wants to get rid of the danger and 
annoyance of trains crossing the stree.s 
at grade. 

It is impracticable to depress the tracks. 
Even as they stand now, the station is 
liable ‘to inundation. Sink the tracks and 
the station, and the city would have to re- 
construct its sewer system to carry off 
the ‘water. 

Plans are being matured to get uction, 
and, if necessary, there will ve legislation 
by the general assembly on the question. 
Tinat ‘body will meet in less than ninety 
days, so a solution of the matter is not 


very distarit.

A BAD MOONSHINER CAUGHT 
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Allen McGuire,-of Oampbell Oounty, 
Captured After Exciting Ohase. 


McGUIRE SHOT ONE OF PARTY 


He Was Gent to Jail and Will Have To 
Answer the Charge of Assauit 
with Intent To Murder. 


A black moonshiner by the name of Al- 
len McGuire was arraigned in Commission- 
er Colquitt’s court yesterday morning and 
confronted not only with the charge 
of infringement on the revenue laws 
ef the land, but also with that of 
shooting a member of the party that went 
out to arrest him, 

MeGuire lives in the wildest portion of 
Campbeli county and bears a reputation 
for lawlessness known to all throughout 
the community. For some time he has 
been suspected of illicit distilling and a 
number of officers were recently at work 
in that community trying to find suffi- 
cient evidence against him. On July 13th 
the party, made up of several guides, to- 
gether with revenue men, found McGuire 
hard at work in this still near the house. 
Upon hearing the approach of the officers 
he left from his hiding place and start- 
ed in a run across the country, with the 
party close at his heels, 

D. W, Cox, one of the guides, began to 
gain on the fugitive amd almost reached 
him, when he stumbled over a log and fell 
headlong in the path. The. negro turned 
Quickly, and pulling his gun, fired a bullet 
into the prostrate guide, wounding him 
severely. 

In a short time McGuire was overtaken 
by the rest of the party and compelled to 
surrender, Had it not been for the pres- 
ence of the officers on the spot, it is prob- 
able that McGuire would have been the 
victim of lynch law at the hands of the 
guides, who were furious at the fate of 
Cox. one of their. number. 

Commissioner Colquitt, after hearing the 
evidence against McGuire, committed him 
to jail in defau.t of a $300 bond. Me- 
Guire’s trial in the commissioner’s court 
was solely for infringing the revenue laws. 
and it is probable that after his case has 
been settled in the federal court he will be 
turned over to the authorities of Camp- 
bell county to answer the charge of as- 
sault with intemt to murder.

Baltimore, July 29.—Opposition to the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad reorganiza- 
tion committee’s plan is rapidly increasing.

Unless 
this time is extended until after the su- 
preme court has rendered its decision, ap- 
plication will be made for an injunction to 
restrain reorganization until the rights of 
the holders of preferred stock have been 
determined. 
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HELPS THE SICK AND WOUNDED. 


Men Can Secure Transportation Home 
and Draw Their Pay. 
Washington, July 29.—Two orders have 
been issued by the war department which 
are of importance to the sick and wounded 
troops and their friends. One authorized 
men who have been furloughed 
from hospitals to report to the 
nearest government post instead 
of being compelled to report to the 
hospital from which they are furloughed. 
This will allow the soldiers to be transport- 
ed from the nearest post to  thetfr 
regiments at the expense of the govern- 

ment. 

Before this order was issued a soldier on 
furlough from hospital could not go home 
without being compeiled to pay his fare 
back to the hospital point. This will apply 
to men from the regular army as well as 
to volunteers. 

Another order allows a man furloughed 
who has not been paid on account of his 
regiment being away in Cuba to go to the 
nearest quartermaster and obtain from him 
transportation to his home, for the cost 
will be charged to him through the pay 
department of the army. Many wounded 
soldiers from Cuba have been unable to get 
pay on account of the absence of their regi- 
ments and when their furioughs were ob- 
tained could not get home because they 
had no money. AS sOme of them have not 
been paid for two or three months, they 
cannot take advantage of the furloughs 
granted and go to their homes. 

These two orders will allow soldiers on 
furlough to go home and return without 
the difficulties they have experienced here- 
tofore,

San Francisco, July 29.—E. Lewis. of 
Circle City, Alaska, who came down on the 
steamer Portland, brings over $25,000.

After a warm contest the position of bank 
examiner has been awarded to Mr. George 
DeSaussure, of Atlanta. Mr. DeSaussure’s 
principal opponent was Captain J. C. Hen- 
drix. There were others in-the race for the 
place, among them being Mr. Charles Run- 
nette. 

The appointment was announced from the 
office of Comptroller of 1:he Currency Dawes 
yesterday. The contest aroused much in- 
terest in Georgia and the south and some 
of the prominent politicians of Washington 
and elsewhere have been supporting the 
candidates for the “position. Mr. DeSaus- 
sure was supported by Congressman Fow- 
ler, of New Jersey, and it was through 
his influence that the appointment was 
made. 

For the last week the contest seemed to 
be between Mr. DeSaussure and Mr. Hen- 
drix and the choice that the comptrolier 
would make was a matfer of very much 
doubt, each of them having much strong 
support and infiftential backing.

Miss Barten and her staff disembark- 
ed at Santiago and proceeded to carry out 
the work of relief to the sick and wounded 
and also to assist the reconcentrados. 


FIFTY CONVALESCENT SOLDIERS. 


United States Transport Leona Reaches 
New York City. 

New York, July 29.—The United States 
transpert Leona, Captain Wilder, arrived 
at quarantine today from S-boney, July 
23d, via Hampton Roads, July 28th, bring- 
ing fifty ccnvalescent soldiers, two news- 
paper ccrrespondents and a negro boy who 
went with the Ninth cavalry from Tampa 
to Santiago. 

At Hamptor Roads, on July 27th, the 
steamer, owing to her having twenty-nine 
cases of fever on board, was ordered by 
the local health officers to proceed to New 
York. There were no deaths during the 
voyage from Siboney to this port. The 
newspaper correspondents on board are 
Burr McIntosh and R. H. Corbin. The 
Leona brought twelve sacks of mail from 
the United States camp at Siboney. This 
mail was disinfected and forwarded to the 
New York postoffice this afternoon.

MILLIONS IN THIS CASE. 


Trial of Suit in North Carolina for 
Valuable Land. 

Waycross, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Arthur E. Cochran, a prominent lawyer 
of this place, has just returned from 
Linville, N. C., where a most interesting 
ease involving several million dollars’ 
worth of property was on trial from July 
4th to the 24th before ex-Associate Su- 
preme Court Justice Burwell. Mr. Coch- 
ran said he did not care to discuss the 
case until after the referee’s decision shall 
be given to the court in September. The 
tract of land involved is in Watauga, 
Mitchell and Caldwell counties, within a 
mile of Blowing Rock, N. C. It reaches 
to Elk Park, the terminus of the railroad 
from Johnson City to Cranberry iron fur- 
naces in Mitchell county, Several villages 
are situated in the tract. The land is rich 
in -Anagnetic ore, the streams teem with 
trout and fine turnpikes' traverse the 
property southwesterly for about thifty- 
four miles. The land was granted to Wil- 
liam Cochran and Willlam Tate by the 
state of North Carolina in 1795, and at 
the fourth day of the recent trial] the Tate 
heirs were eliminated from the case, leav- 
ing the Cochran heirs—Arthur E. Cochran 
and his cousins, Mrs. Eloise Jones, of 
Cochran, Ga., and Mrs, Carrie C. Hamil- 
ton, of Tennille—sole claimants against the 
several defendants. 

The above named heirs are the surviving 
grandehildren of William Cochran, grantee, 
who left three sons—Judge A. E, Cochran, 
formerly president of the Macon and 
Brunswick (now Southern railway divis- 
ion), after and for whem Cochran, Ga., 
was named; Dr. R. J. Cochran, a_ well- 
known physician of Wilkinson county, 
Georgia, in former. days, and Major J. 
R. Cochran, who was killed in the civil 
war. A. E. Cochran, the son of the late 
Judge Cochran, is the sole male heir, being 
entitled to one-third of the estate, and 
his three cousins are entitled to the re- 
maining two-thirds. Mr. Cochran has been 
making a legal battle for the recovery of 
the property for two decades. He went 
to California twenty years ago to make 
money to fight the battle with and suc- 
cvceded. Two years ago he treturned to 
Waycross and established a fine law prac- 
tice. His purpose in leaving California 
was to be nvar the legal battlefield. The 
North Carolina estate incorporates the 
towns of Montezuma and Linville and the 
famous Cranberry iron mines are imme- 
diately in the northwest. corner of the 
grant. 

Judge Burwell, the referee in the case, 
who will submit his decision to the court 
in September, is an able, pure and upright 
man and will do what is consistent with 
the facts and evidence before him.

Yn probably be decided Monday 

morning. That is the time last select- 
ed for a meeting of the directors and they 
will have several very hard questions to 


decide when they do meet, } 

While the Commission Men have not no- 
tified the directors formally of their with- 
drawal they have signified their intention 
of withdrawing and they will make the 
formal withdrawal at the next meeting of 
the directors. 

The manager of the team has released all 
of his players and the other teams are 
now in the midst of a scramble after sev- 
eral of them. Three of the players who be- 
longed to the Commission Men have already 
played on the Press team and it is reported 
that three of them will play with the two 
teams this afternoon. Players are coming 
in from different sections of the state, 
and if the league should continue to the 
end of the season the fans will ‘undoubtedly 
see sOme great baseball. But there is talk 
of the league breaking up. Only rumors 
as yet and the directors and the managers 
may .yet be able to save the league and 
play the season to a close. It would be a 
pity to see the league go under now just 
as the fight for the pennant is at its 
height and Atlanta is being treated to the 
best baseball that we have ever had, 

The first question the directors will have 
to solve at the coming meeting will be how 
the league can play the season out with 
only five clubs. It now seems that some 
other club will have to come in and take 
the place made vacant by the Commission 
Men or one of the five clubs now in will 
have to drop out. None of the clubs want 
to do this now and the directors will have 
a hard time in knowing what to do. In fact 
the directors have had a hard time ever 
since the league first started. As the teams 
were only supposed to be playing for the 
glory in it those who did not get any 
glory and could not win games were dis- 
posed to go outside of the rules and get 
players barred by the regulations. 

The directors were anxious to have good 
clean ball and have all the teams well 
matched and they were fiisposed to help 
the weaker teams, but as they would yield 
an inch to one team some other one would 
rush in and take a mile and thus matters 
continued until nearly every team in the 
league went out to get players. ‘There was 
a strict rule at first that no players who 
did not live in the city should play. That 
no professionals should play and that no 
player should in any way recelve money 
for his servioes. It seems now that all of 
these rules have been more or less overrun 
by the managers and teams. 

Some of those in the league are in favor 
of allowing the teams to get any players 
they want and pay them whatever they 
want, Some are in favor of allowing culy 
local men to play and not allowing any of 
them to receive compensation in any way. 

Some are in favor of wiping out all that 
has been done and starting over. Still 
others are in favor of dividing the season 
in two and letting the winners of each half 
play for the pennant at the end of the sea- 
son. This would conclude the first half cf 
the season right where it is and the Fire- 
men would be the winners of the first half. 
Then the team that wins in the next half, 
if it is not the same one, would have to 
play the Firemen for the pennant, Then 
there are some in the league who want the 
season to end right where it is and not 
have any more baseball until next year. 

The fight for the pennant has been so fu- 
rious that a great deal of hard feeling has 
been engendered. All of the teams have 
their grievances and most of them have 
complaints to make against some of the 
other teams, but none of the complaints 
have been made in an official way, so that 
the directors could act. There is some talk 
of running the league on a co-operative 
plan from this out and letting the teams 
have the money as 800n as it is taken in 
at the gafes or of dividing it up at the 
end of each week. This plan has been 
looked on with much favor by many of the 
players and as most of the teams now have 
little expenses it might be a good plan. In 
this way the teams would be able to secure 
better players without having to go down 
in their pockets to pay them. 

The Game This Arternoon. 

The game this afternoon will be between 
the City Hall and the Merchants, and if 
all the rumors are true about the new 
players who are here, it ought to be one of 
the games of the season. It may possibly 
be the last game of the season and it is 
going to be a hot one, for it will decide 
the standing of the two teams contesting. 

These two teams are now tied in the 
race for the pennant and the one that wins 
today will be tied with the Press for second 
place. Both teams will go on the field with 
new players and some of the new men 
are as good as professionals, 

The City Hall team is known to be one 
of the strongest in the league and they will 
be better this afternoon than ever before. 
The Merchants have not been playing in 
very good luck for the past few games, but 
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they will have a fine team in the lea 
this afternoon and the game ought to be 
a good one. The regular Saturday prices 
will be charged this afternoon and the 
came will be called at 4 o'clock sharp.

It is possible that the relatives of the 
yOlunteers will ark that the remains be 
otherwise disposed of, and in this event 
the remains will be sont to their respective 
bhcemes for interment. The three men who 
died yesterday are Private Leopold Roy, 
company M, Fifth Missouri volunteer in- 
fantry; Edgar J. Winkle, company F, 
Fifty-eecond Iowa volunteer infantry, and 
Private Malcts Page of the hospital 
corps, The first two were brought from 
Chickamauga and the third came from 


Tampa. 

A number of inquiries reacheq the post 
yesterday in regard to the repdérted preva- 
lence of yellow fever there. This unwar- 
renuted rumor, published in The Macon Tele- 
graph, what announced that there was 
yellow fever at the pest, and based this 
on the fact that there are over 1,400 sick 
men in the hospital at Fort McPherson, 
800 of whom are dangerously ill with ty- 
phoid fever, and because the officers are 
displaying great anxiety over the condi- 
tions at the garrison and will move the 
4,000 men to Lithia Springs as sOon as pos- 
sible in order to prevent the spreading of 
this mysterious fever. 

As a matter of fact, there are not more 
‘than 600 or 700 patients in the hospital. 
Less than 200 of these have fever, which 
is both malarial and typhoid, and there 
are 3,500 men encamped on the reserva- 
tion. Arrangements have been made to 
move them because of the inadequate wa- 
ter supply, for one reason. The tanks are 
the post are supposed to give water for 
about 2,000 men, and consequently the re- 
maining 1,500 must suffer to some extent. 

The officers know that all sick men, no 
matter what may be their trouble, cause 
impurity in the atmosphere, and this it 
is feared will endanger the health of the 
well men at the post. The officers were 
greatly worried because of the story in 
The n Telegraph and qenounced it to 
everyone who made inquiry. | 

To govern the 3,500 men encamped at the 
post there are sixteen commissioned offi- 
cers. In times of peace where a body of 
men. of Such a size were encamped there 
would be a brigadier general, several colo- 
nels, and a host of majors, captains and 
licutenants. The ranking officer at Fort 
McPherson is Major John W, Bubb, of 
the Fourth infantry, who is in charge of 
the garrison, and a more pleasant gentle- 
man has never been at the post. 

Lieutenant Campbell King, an Atlanta 
boy, who has a host of friends in this 
city, is one of the officers stationed at the 
post. His regiment, the First infantry, 
is with Shafter, and he for the present will 
remain at Fort McPherson. He arrived 
Several days ago and is already very pop- 
ular with his fellow officers. : 

Soldiers Denied Passes. 

Major Bubb yesterday issued orders for 
the guards to allow no goldiers to leave 
the reservation. All passes have been 
taken away from the men. This applies 
only to enlisted men, and the officers as 
formerly will visit their friends in this 
city. The order for all enlisted men to 
remain on the reservation was caused by 
a humorous happening, although it ter- 
minateq badly for the men. 

Soldiers have been in the habit of “‘jump- 
ing the garrison,’”’ which means that they 
leaped over the fence like a crowd of 
schoolboys when the guard was not look- 
ing. This was because they wanted to 
come to the city and could not get passes. 
Thursday night a crowd of the negro sol- 
diers jumped the garrison, and discover- 
ing that they had landed near a man with 
a fine load of watermelons bound for this 
city, they began a forage for the juicy 
fruit, captured the wagon train, and forth- 
with held a feast. 

They then went back to the reservation 
and were soon sleeping as quietly as the 
hastily eaten fruit would permit. In the 
meantime the farmer had reported his loss 
to Major Bubb, and the order yesterday 
morning was the result. The guards will 
be doubled up all along the reservation 
fence and the chances for jumping the 
garrison in the future will be slim. 

Lieutenant Traber Norman, who suc- 
ceeded Lieutenant J. T. Normoyle as post 
quartermaster, has been directed to go to 
I§thia Springs to make preparations for 
the reception of the first trainload of sol- 
diers to be landed there. It has not been 
definitely decided when the men will go, 
but the officers wil] try to have them off 
by tomorrow night. 

Lieutenant Normoyle leaves tonight to 
join his\ regiment, the Fifth infantry, at 
Ta The regiment left about two 
weeks ago in command,of Colonel H. B. 
Freeman, and it was thought that it would 
sail at once for Porto Rico. It has been 
held, however, at Tampa, but will probably 
go within a short time. 

Lieutenant Normoyle is one of the most 
popular officers at the garrison.

CITY MUST PAY FOR THE CAMP 


Important Letter Received from Sur- 
geon General Wyman. 


WHAT THE BUREAU WILL DO 


Will Establish Disinfecting Station, 
but City Must Do the Rest—Board 
of Health Has a Meeting. 


In case of a yellow fever epidemic 
throughout the south this year it is prob- 
able the government authorities will not 
establish a detention camp for refugees in 
this city. 

The local board of health has had this 
matter up for discussion for some time 
and several weeks ago Dr. Benson, the 
secretary, wrote Surgeon General Wy- 
man, of the hospital service, asking him 
if such a camp would be established here 
by the national authorities, and also in- 
forming him that the Atlanta board had 
unanimously adopted the resolutions of the 
quarantine convention held here last April, 
which calls for a quarantine station at all 
cities and towns in infected territories. 

Surgean General Wyman _ states the 
bureau’ is willing to establish a 
disinfecting station here in case of 
an epidemic for baggage,. but. that 
the expenses of sustaining an _  ob- 
servation or detention camp would be 
greater than the national bureau could 
stand except under very speciai circum- 
stances. He states the muncipalities should 
sustain these camps out of their own funds. 

This communication was read before the 
board of health in regular session at the 
eity hall yesterday afternoon and was or- 
dered filed without discussion. The mean- 
ing is that Atlanta will have tq foot the 
expenses of the any quarantine stations if 
such are established, and the other cities 
of the south will have to do the same thing. 

Surgeon General Wyman’s Letter. 

Surgeon. General Wyman's lefter is as 
follows: 

“Dr. Charles F. Benson, Secretary Board 
of Health, Atlante—Dear Sir: In reply to 
your communication of July 9th I have to 
state that in the event of necessity there- 
for this bureau will undertake the estab- 
lishment of a disinfecting station in At- 
lanta for the purpose of disinfecting such 
baggage arriving or going through Atlanta 
as may be necessary. 

“Ags to the observation camp, which it 
would be desirable to establish, I have to 
state that in case. of an epidemic of yellow 
fever a large number of such camps would 
have to be established by the various muni- 
cipalities, and the labor and expense of 
conducting these small observation camps 
would be greater than the bureau feels 
called upon to undertake except under wary 
epecial circumstances. Wherever yellow 
fever may appear the bureau will see that 
a cordon 1s crawn and egress from the in- 
fected pertory ope! prevented ne to 
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biow to his relatives and to his many 
friends here, was by no means unexpected 
He had been growing gradually worse for 
the past few days and went to Walter's 
Park sanitarium, where he died after al- 
most all hope for his recovery had been 
abandoned. 

Major Fitten was accompanied by his 
wife and his nearest relatives on his trip 
north, and they have been by his side since 
he left Atlanta watching over him and 
ministering to him in his last hours. The 
seriousness of his condition was realized 
some time ago, and though death seemed 
only a matter of time it was hoped that 
he might find some place where a cure 
could be effected. With this fiope in view 
he traveled to various resorts and though 
under the treatment iof famous physi- 
cians all the while, he never secered to 
rally and gradually grew worse until he 
reached Bedford Springs, Pa., wiacre it 
was seen that the end was only the ques- 
tion of a few days.. 

It was almost a year ago that Major 


g0od health he suffered intensely and about 
six months ago went to Johns Hopkins 
institute, where he remained for quite 
awhile. When he returned to Atlanta he 
was in what seemed to be excellent health, 
and it was hoped that the trouble had 


left him. 

He had not remained in the city many 
weeks, however, before he began to grow 
worse and finally he went to Atlantic 
City, to which place he was accompanied 
by his family. He remained at this resort 
a short while, but seemed to grow no 
better and was then carried to Bedford 
Springs. Here he seemed to rally ‘at first, 
but later he began to grow worse until 
a few days ago it Was seen that he could 
not recover. As a last resort he was 
taken to Walter’s Park sanitarium in the 
hope that he would he benefited there. But 
he continued to grow worse, even more 
rapidly than before and on Thursday night, 
surrounded by his wife and children, he 
breathed his last. 


Atlanta yesterday morning and was a sad 
surprise to many of his friends who were 
not aware of his serious illness. It was 
known in Atlanta that Major Fitten was 
quite ill, but many of his friends did not

He found after yesterday’s session of the 
construction board that he could leave 
Washington last night and did so. His 
trip will be a rapid one and the many in- 
vitations he has received to visit places will 
probably only be answered with his regrets. 

Mrs. Hobson, the mother of Lieutenant 
Hobson, the famous hero of Santiago har- 
bor, expects her son to arrive at Lithia 
Springs tomorrow and is anxiously await- 
ing the moment when she shall see him 


again, 

Mrs. Hobson received a message from her 
son yesterday to the effect that he will visit 
Atlanta and explaining why he has not 
sent her word ere this. As expected by Mrs. 
Hobson, his delay in answering her tele- 
grams was caused by the fact that he 
was not certain he would be able to visit 
her. Now that he is to make the trip 
and is certain of coming ‘he has wired her 


to that effect. f 

Lieutenant Hobson has gone throtgh sev- 
eral adventures and his life has been in 
danger many times since he saw his moth- 
er. He has performed a feat which was 
the wonder of the world and escaped with 
his life almost by a miracle. He comes 
to her covered with laurels and hailed by 
the world as a kero. 

It is understood that Hobson will not 
stop in Atlanta longer than is necessary 
to eatch a train for Lithia Springs. He 
will proceed directly to that place and see 
his mother as early as possible. 

Just how long Lieutenant Hobson will 
remain at Lithia Springs is not known. He 
has received hundreds of letters from va- 
rigus places in the south, especially in Ala- 
bama, asking him to stop over and be en- 
tertained. When he reaches Atlanta he will 
be besieged with invitations and hundreds 
of people will be anxious to meet and shake 
the hand of the hero of the Merrimac.

MEN TO BE SHARPSHOOTERS 


Company Will Be Orgunized at Once 
and Be Prepared To Take 
the Field. 


Harry Silverman will organize a company 
of dharpshooters at once, to take the field 
against the Spaniards. 

Ever since war was declared, Mr. Silver- 
man has been entthusiastic over the idea 
of going to the front, and some months ago 
made application to Governor Atkinson for 
a commission. At that time, however, the 
governor was unable to comply with Mr. 
Silverman’s request, but several days ago 
sent for and tendered him a commission to 
organize a company. 

At Mr. Silverman’s own suggestion, he 
will be allowed to organize a company of 
sharpshooters,. and the hopes to’ have at 
least one hundred men enlisted before very 
long. 

Since receiving his commission, Mr. Silver- 
man has been busy recruiting men, and he 
thinks he will be successful in getting up a 
fine company of good marksmen. 

When formed, the company will be a part 
of the Third Georgia regiment, under Colo- 
nel Candler’s command, and will go at once 
to Griffin to await further orders from the 
government. 

‘Ever since this war began,’’ said Mr. 
Silverman, yesterday, ‘“‘I have been anxious 
to organize a company of my own and go 
to the front. I have always taken a great 
interest in military. matters, and feel con- 
fident* that I can get together as fine a lot 
of men as ever shouldered a gun. 

‘To begin with, it will be a company of 
sharpshooters, and I propose to get men 
wiho are good marksmen and who will be a 
credit to the state. 

“T have been in correspondence with men 
all over the state for the past few days, 
and from the many answers that I have 
received thus far, I feel sure that it will 
be a comparatively easy matter to have the 
full company organized within a short 
time. 

‘All who enlist outside of Atlanta will be 
furnished with transportation by the state 
to come here, and I think that there will 
be quite a number to join the company 
from the many towns surrounding Atlanta. 

‘We shall do some hard drilling in camp, 
and if it should happen that we are at 
any time ordered to the front, the state will 
never have cause to be ashamed of the 
company.”’ 

Mr. Silverman believes that there is 
plenty of material right here in Atlanta to 
make an excellent company of just such 
men. as he is in need, and he will make an 
effort to get as many Atlanta boys as

TWO JUSTICES DISSENTED 


Justices Lewis and Fish Render An- 
other Decision in the Case. 


ENGLISH TO BE TRIED AT THE FALL TERM 


Is His Third Trial and It Is Expected 
He Will Come Clear of the

ON ENGLISH’S third trial will take 
place at the next term of the superior 


‘g court of Fulton county. Tihe supreme 
court yesterday granted him a new trial, 
saying that the verdict won which Judge | 
Candler sentenced him to eighteen months 
in the penitentiary was too vague and un- 
certain to support any judgment of any 


kind.

On the first trial the jury was unable 
agree, but on the second it brought im a 
verdict of involuntary manslaughter.

“English v. State, Before Judge Candler.

“Little, J.—Under the decision of ihis 
court in Thomas v. state, 3 Ga. Illi, a 
verdict upon an indictment for miurder, 
finding the accused guilty of ‘involuntary 
mansiaughtef,’ is too vague and uncertain 
to support a judgment of any kind. Though 
complaint of such a verdict was mace ,in 
a motion for a new trial and not by a 
motion in arrest of judgment, it was not 
legitimate to refer either to the evidemce 
or the charge of the court for the purpose 
of ascertaining what the verdict really 
meant, 

‘“‘Judgment revereed. All the justices dis- 
senting except 

“Fish and Lewis, JJ.. dissenting—Where 
a verdict of ‘involuntary manslaughter’ was 
rendered and not otherwise complained of 
than as above indicated, and wherg the 
record discloses that the judge properly 
charged the jury that there could be no 
conviction of involuntary manslaughter in 
the commission of a lawful act, and fur- 
ther instructed them that in the event 
they found the accused guilty of invol- 
untary manslaughter in the commission 
of an unlawful act. the form of their 
verdict would be, ‘We, the jury, find the’ 
defendant guilty of involumtary manslaugh- 
ter.’ a verdict in these terms was suffi- 
ciently certain and was rightly construed 
and treated as a verdict convicting the ac- 
cused of involuntary manslaughter in’ the 
commission of an unlawful act. Wright v.

“The Spanish application for peace has 
been the chief factor in the speculative 
situation this week.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


More Business This Year Than in Any 
July on Record. 

New York, July 29—R. G. Dun & Co's, 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

“Big business in January is expected, but 
big business in July means more. it 3s 
tthe month of all others when trade is nat- 
urally ight, new engagements are ordina- 
rily deferred and men wait for the ouccome 
and movement of crops, but more busi- 
ness is being done this year than in any 
previous Juiy of which there are records. 
‘Nhe payments througn cleaying houses 
have been 5.8 per cent larger than in 1892, 
the year of greatest prosperity hereto- 
fore, and for the month thus far 6.0 per 
cent larger than last year. and 8.4 per cent 
larger than in 1892. But these records and 
others have to be judged in the light of a 
heavy decline in prices since 1892, so that 
the volume of business transacted 1s about 
20 per cent larger than the vo.ume of pay- 
ments indicates. 

“Considering that the purchase of nearly 
half the people depend on the success of 
agriculture and that the “prosperity of the 
entire transporting interest is materially 
affected by the size of crops to be moved, 
it may be said with reason that the prom- 
ise of general prosperity this year is unus- 
ually bright. 

‘“‘Wiheat receipts for the month thus far 
have been 7,309,333 bushels, against 10,652,074 
last year, but prices have declined 11'¢c 
and farmers are holding back their wheat 
in the hope of higher prices. The exports 
for the week have been 1.307.815 bushels 
from Atlantic ports, flour included, against 
1,718,788 last year, and from Pacific ports 
126.117 bushels, against 429,901 last year, 
making for the month 8,833,102 bushels, 
against 7,342,467 last year. 

“Corn has a little advance. Exports 
6,767,968 bushels, against 8,009,616 last year. 

“The prospect for cotton is generally 
very good, though too much raim is re- 
ported in some southwestern states. The 
manufacturer is a little encouraged by a 
better demand, though prices do not im- 
prove, The effort io curtail production at 
Fall River has been checked by a refusal 
of mills at other points to co-operate. 

“The ‘sales of wools show a remarkable 
increase in large transactions for which no 
prices are named, four being quoted at 
Boston covering 2.900,000 pounds; and the 
aggregate at the three chief markets has 
been 7,039,300 pounds for the week and for 
four weeks 19,919,200, of which 12,511,400 were 
domestic, against 46,109,200 last, year, of 
which 21,538,500 were domestic, and 32, 
in 1892, of which 21,448,900 were domestic. 
The demand for goods is’rather better. 

“The official report of iron production 
for the first half of 1898, shows an increase 
of over half a million tons, and what is 
far —e important,

New York, July 29.—Bradstreet’s tomor-

“While as yet showing little actual ef- 
fect upon distributive trade, there is evi- 
dence that the improved prospects for 
peace, with probeble wider markets for 
American products, have given a more 
hopeful! tinge to the trade outlook, more 
particvlarly at the east. This is reflected 
in active preparations by shippers and the 
coasting trade interests to share in the ex- 
pected widening of the. demand from the 
West Indies. As for £0mMme time past, 
however, reports of solid business returns 
come Mainly from the western part of the 
country, and in the markets of that sec- 
tion ure reported signs of the grounc- 
swell of fall demand. Signs of accumu- 
lative improvement come from the steei 
and iron industry, particularly west of the 

Alaqzgienies, where slight advances in 
prices. acccmyparying a good volume of do- 
mestic and export business are reported. 
Iexpected activity in ehip building is re- 
flected in the demand for plates at eastern 
points. A rather better tone is foung in 
the anthracite coal trade, in which as ihe 
result of another one of those numerous 
‘gentlemen’s agreements,’ prices have been 
advinced at the west from previously low 
cut rates. 

“The situation in cereals is hardly ss 
Batisfactory as could be rwisned, cash 
prices being lower for the week in the 
face of probably reccrd breaking small 
world’s supplies on August Ist and good 
exports from this country, while futures 
are less depressed but exhibit the pres- 
Sure of expected liberal supplies at home 
and heavier crops abroad. 

“The sugar markets remain dull, and 
stocks of refined in channe!s of ds- 
tribution are report small. Raw sugar, 
however, remains featureless, perhaps 
waiting a closer approximation as to the 
effects of recent or imminent changes in 
territorial] authority upon the sugar trade 
of the world. 

“The textile manufacturing situation is 
as yet a rather cloude@g one, a shut-down 
of print cloth mills being regarded as prob- 
able in another effort to restore the lost 
balance of this trade. Ry 

‘‘Woolen goods are still slow of sale, 
while the relatively low range of wool 
prices at eastern markets and the im- 
proved inquiry by manufacturers has stif- 
fened values with the effect of discouraging 
sales. J 

“Raw cotton is firmer on reports of ex- 
cessive rains affecting crops. 

“Cereal exports still continue of a satis- 
factory volume, wheat shipments f@r the 
week, flour included as wheat, aggregat- 
ing 2,271,872 bushels, as against 2,303,469 
bushels last week, and compared with 
2,343,021 bushels in the corresponding week 
Of last year, 2,647,768 bushels in this week 
of 1896, 1,460,917 bushels in 1895, ang 2,977,597 
bushels in 1894. Since July list this year 
the exports aggregate 10,214,810 bushels, 
against 8,346,000 bushels last year. 

“Corn exports aggregate 2,601,321 bushels, 
as against 2,822,128 bushels last week, 1,482,- 
715 bushels in 1897; 1,495,812 bushels in 1896, 
594,865 bushels in 1895 and 119,000 bushels 
in 1894. 

“Business failures in the United States 
remain at a normal low point, aggregating 
for the week 189, against 188 last week, and

The good work for the relief of Georgia 

goldiers inaugurated by the young unmar- 
ricd ladies of our city, has been pushed to 
@ practical success and into national promi- 
mence, quite in “Atlanta’s way.” It is a 
wholly unique organization, in having 
origiriated with and been successfully con- 
ducted wholly by the younger set of so- 
ciety girls. 
' Elsewhere in today’s issue appears a 
beautiful anonymous war poem sent by 
“Mr. DeLeon as suggestive and justly ap- 
plicable to their good and unselfish work. 
Its reading will remind all wno see The 
Constitution of some facts which busy men 
are apt to overlook, 

The Young Ladies’ Relief Association 
sprang full-statured into its beautiful use- 
fulness, panoplied in the proof of charity; 
but its birth was not in the brain of Jove, 
but the heart of Ceres. It came as imme- 
diate response to a simple, but earnest 
appeal from Miss Ella Powell, printed in 
The Constitution one Sunday morning. The 
very next day a number of the best known 
Atlanta girls, and all with social and other 
distractions, met, organized and most prac- 
tically began their labor of love by liberal 
personal subscriptions. This example 
moved where precept might have failed: 
the entire community at once recognized 
their plans and methods, and promptly ‘n- 
dorsed them by freeshanded contribution. 
Since the association has filled to its utmost 
limit of seventy-five active, working mem- 
bers, and its record has become public 
property—and this special public’s pride. 
Its every effort to raise funds for the 
beneficent object in view has met liberal 
response from all classes of citizens; and 
the practical, business-like proceedings of 
the untried young girls, published fror 
time te time, have won them universal 
approval. - ; 

‘Ithey have never wearied in well-doing, 
but have used their time, talents and pin 
money with broad generosity and excellent 
judgment; and their results thave won them 
gratifying—because umsought and wunex- 
pected—commendation from high and dis- 
tant sources. As example, Mrs. General 
Grant wrote Miss Powell asking that her 
association join the national] federation of 
which she is president. The fact that the 
Atlanta girls were working only for Geor- 
gia, and therefore felt constrained to de- 
cline, makes this invitation none the less 
fiattering to their efforts. And these efforts 
are scarcely more than begun. 


Atlanta has always taken just pride in | 


the womanliness of her mothers and ‘wives, 
and this fresh example of their daughters 
is the more gratifying, in that it has been 
acknowledged and followed elsewhere. The 
Young Ladies’ Relief Association was not 
only the first one organized here; it was 
the very first one with a constitution and 
rules organized in Georgia, and of course in 
all the south. It has been made the model 
for others in Alabama and other southern 
states: and now it is so firmly planted in 
the affection of Aifanta people, and of the 
gallant boys whose trials it has already 
mitigated, as to be assured of sympathy 
and assistance until a perfect peace may 
complete its ‘‘mission,’”’ and relieve At- 
lanta’s noble young daughters from duty, 
‘gelf-imposed, yet most unselfish.

‘Every little white bed, cradle and baby 
carriage which our limited means could 
supply and kind friends had sent in, were 
quickly filled and Miss Shirley, whose gen- 
tle manners endeared her to all, was made 
matron. It was no easy task to keep 
house for such a large family. 

“Kind friends again came to our aseist- 
ance in the grocery merchants of the 
city to help us fill our pantry. 

“There are now nineteen children cared 
for here at night and more accommoda- 
tions are needed. I doubt if a happier 
family than this could well be found. 
You who have petted darlings at home 
think it so sweet to have baby come to 
the table and to see the dear little chubby 
hands folded and head bowed when y0u, 
as the fond father, ask the dear heavenly 
Father’s blessing. I have seen here forty 
around the table at dinner, twenty of these 
mere babies, seated in baby chairs at a 
baby table, with little heads reverently 
bowed, repeating the sweet blessing 
taught them by Miss Porter. 

“We also have a guest chamber, where 
any homeless or friendless woman can 
find shelter, food and kind words for the 
night and be sent again on the journey of 
life with a godspeed from our Sheltering 
Arms. 

“A sewing school was estriblished, where 
the girls were taught to sew, being given 
each garment they made, and their bright, 
happy faces when they received the re- 
ward of their efforts doubly repaid the 
teachers, ’ 

“Then, through the earnest work of the 
ladies of our agsociation, Miss Sue Hollo- 
way was appointed matron at the station 
house, and again the good that this 
sainted woman did in her limited stay 
there will never be known in this world. 

“In the near future we hope to establish 
a cooking school, a sick diet kitchen, 
where any sick person can send daily, by 
the order of their physician, and receive 
& portion of nourishing secup and other 
wholesome food; baths for those to whom 
such luxuries are not accessible; last, but 
not least, our flower mission, which is to 
be a bouquet of flowers, accompanied by 
a card, with a verse of scripture, sent 
into the homes of invalids to brighten the 
sick room and to cheer the fainting heart.

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William C. Henderson Files Suit for 
Damages Against John B. Daniel. 


SAYS LATTER MISLABELED DRUG 


Parker, a Blacksmith, Took Two Cap- 
sules of It and Came Near Dy-~ 
ing, It Is Alleged. 


William C. Henderson, a grocer, at the 
corner of Capitol avenue and Ridge 
avenue, filed a suit for damages in the 
clerk’s office yesterday, in which he al- 
leges that John B. Daniel sold him a 
quantity of morphine that was labeled 
quinine, and that he sold the drug with 
that understanding. 

L. E. Parker, a blacksmith, bought._a 
small bottle of it, and after taking a 
quantity of if, discovered that the had 
taken morphine, and the Dill alleges that 
the blacksmith came near dying from the 
effects, of the medicine. 

The amount of damages wanted is $210. 
It is stated in the bill that on February 10, 
1897, the plaintiff bought from Daniel an 
ounce of what the plaintiff thought was 
quinine, as he had ordered that drug. 
Henderson claims that he was not fa- 
miliar with morphine and quinine, and 
‘was not able to tell the difference, and as 
the drug sold him was labeled quinine, he 
had no reasons to belgeve it was morphine. 

Tihese bottles the sold for 15 cents each. 
On April 23, 1897, Parker, the blacksmith, 
came into the store to buy some quinine. 
Henderson, the Lill says, sold him one of 
the small bottles of morphine and gave 
him some empty capsules. 

Parker filled some of them and took two 
for his health. He was taken sick, and, as 
stated in the petition, was very ill. On 
Aprgl 29, 1897, Parker filed a suit for 
damages of $2,500 for the sale of the drug 
to him under a false name, anc recovered 
$210 as damages. 

Henderson claims he wishes to recover 
this amount from J. B. Dantel,~who sold 
him the drug, he says.

Supreme Court Adjourned Yesterday Un- 
til October Term. 


REGULATIONS FOR APPLICANTS 


Those Seeking To Practice Law Must 
Stand Written Examination. 


SUPREME COURT FRAMES THE QUESTIONS 


These Are Sent to Superior Court 
Judges and Examinations An- 
nually About December Ist. 


preme court yesterday the new rules 

for the admission of candidates to the 
practice of law in this state were promul- 
gated. The rules are in accordance with an 
act of the legislature in which is the pro- 
vision that no one shall be admitted to the 
practice of law unless he has etood an 
examination before the supreme court. 

Heretofore it has been the custom of the 
state and the law that any one who pre- 
sented himself to be examined and issued 
a license to practice law must be examined 
by members of the bar in some county be- 
fore a superior court judge. 

This was considered bad, as it allowed 
too Many persons umprepared to begin the 
practice of the law while they were total- 
ly unable to do so. 

The supreme court now says that the ex- 
aminations must be in writing. The ques- 
tions will be made out by the court before 
the middle of November. They will then 
be turned over to the clerk of the supreme 
court, who will have 500 copies of them 
printed. The judge of each superior court 
is required to ‘have handed to him before 
the lst of December the names of all those 
who are applicamts for admission to the 
practice of law. The superior court judge 
then communicates with the clerk of the 
supreme court and asks that so many cop- 
les of the questions be transmitted to him. 
He distributes them to the applicants for 
admission to the bar and the latter must 
put their answers in writing. 

The change in procedure is a very im- 
portant ome and will have much ccd ef- 
fect toward raising the standard of the 
bar in this state. 


The rules of the eourt are in full as 
follows:

In view of the great amount of labor now 
being done by this court, and of the fact 
that the duties imposed upon it by the act 
providing for admission to the bar of this 
state can, for many reasons, be more sat- 
isfactorily performed by a board of ex- 
aminers, the creation of such a board is 
urgently recommended. Since, thowever 
the general assembly, instead of establish- 
ing such a board, has passed the act above 
mentioned, its terms will be complied with, 
So far as this can be done in the absence 
of an appropriation. To this end it is or- 
dered, that the following be and they are

hereby adopted as rules for carrying into

effect the provisions of “an act to provide 
for admission to the bar, how the examina- 
tion shall be conducted, by whom, and 
What shall be the requisites for sucn ad- 
mission, and for oUner purposes.” 

1."Lhe supreme court snail, before the 
GSth day ot November in each year, pre- 
pare a series of questions, consecutively 
humberea and covering “ine topics now 
provided by law,’’ upon which appiicants 
for admission to the bar are to ve ex- 
amined; and the clerk of said court shai! 
cause OU copies of said questions to be 
Printed. He snali exercise the greatest 
possible care to prevent a single copy of 
these questions being left in the hanus of 
the printer, whom ihe is hereby autnorized 
lo Select, or from fatiing into the hands of 
any person whomsoever, except as herein- 
aiter provided. Accordingly, ne shau re- 
quire the person to wnom Une contract cf 
printing said questions is awarded to take 
and supscribe the following oatin before an 
officer auunorized by law to administer 
oaths, which oath shall be filed in said 
clerk’s office, and any violation of its terms 
will be deait with as a contempt of this 
court: “1 do solemniy swear that I will 
exercisé the utmost degree of care and 
caution to prevent a single copy of the 
questions for examination of applicants for 
admission to the bar, which I have con- 
tracted to print, from remaining in my 
office, or from failing into any hanas except 
those of the clerk of the supreme court, 
and that I will do all 1 possibiy can to 
prevent any Knowledge of the contents of 
said questions from becoming known. Tihe 
work of setting the type and of doing tine 
printing shall be entrusted to upright and 
honorable employees, upon whom I will im- 
press the importance of keeping said ques- 
tions secret, and from whom 1 will exact 
a pledge so to do. I will do ail in my power 
to carry out both the letter and the spirit 
Ox this oath.’’ 

2. After said questions shall have been 
printed the same shal] be at once delivered 
to said clerk, who shall keep the samd in 
4 safe and secure place in ‘his office, not 
&llowing any person whomsoever, except 
as in these ruies provided, to obtain any 
information as to their contents. Immedi- 
ately after the first day of December in 


r each year, each judge of thhe superior court 


Shall make upon said clerk a requisition 
for the number of copies of said questions 
which will be needed to conduct the ex- 
aminations of the persons whose applica- 
tions shall have been presented to said 
judge, and the clerk ¢hai] thereupon for- 
ward to him, by express or registered mail, 
a. sealed, the number of copies de- 
manded; and it is hereby enjoined upon the 
judges to keep the same carefully and in 
such manner as to absolutely prevent any 
inspection thereof. After the time pre- 
scribed in the next rule for examinations 
to take place shall have passed, all unused 
copies of said questions in the hands of 
said clerk or of any judge shall be prompt- 
ly destroyed. 

3. Every applicant for admission to the 
bar, who is required by the act aforesaid 
to submit to the examination therein pro- 
vided for, must present his application, and 
shall be accompanied, to a judge of the 
superior court, not later than the first day 
of December; and the Wednesday next 
after the time when the examinations shall 
take’ place, but the same may, if neces- 
sary, continue from day to day until finish- 
ed. The place in each circuit at which the 
same are to be had shall be fixed by the 
judge; and ‘he shall give to each applicant 
notice thereof when his application is pre- 
sented. 

4. The examination of each applicant shal! 
be begun by delivering to thim a copy of 
the questions and calling his attention to 
the oath the must take, as hereinafter pre- 
scribed. Each applicant shall then write 
legibly and neatly, with ink on white paper, 
his answer to each and every question, 
numbering the answers so as to corres- 
pond with the questions, and writing upon 
one side only of each sheet; and when he 
shall have fin'shed, shall date the paper and 
sign the same with a number selected by 
himself from a list of twenty or more 
numbers which shall be handed to him for 
this purpose by the judge, who shall take 
care to see that no applicant is furnished 
with a list ‘having ereon any number 
which appears upon the Hst delivered to 
any other applicant.

7. It shall be the duty of the supreme 
court to pass upen the merits of each 
examination, and the question of admit- 
ting each applicant to the bar. After 80 
doing, it shal] in each case cause a certifi- 
cate setting forth its action thereon to be 
transmitted to the judge from whom the 
application to which such certificate relates 
was received. Each certificate shall be 
signed by the clerk of said court, with 
the seal thereof attached; and where, in 
the opinion of said court, an applicant 
has guccessfully passed the examination, 
the certificate shall be in the following 
form: “Atlanta, Ga, 18s—.

10. The clerk of the supreme court is 
hereby charged with the duty of having 
2,000 copies of the aforesaid act and of 
the order embracing these rules printed in 
pamphlet form, 250 of ths same to be 
durablvy but inexpensively bound. He shall 
furnish to each of the justices of this court, 
acd to each yidge vnl clerk of the superior 
courts of this state, a bound copy, and an 


; unbound c)j'v to every practicing attorney 


or person desiring admission to the bar 
who may apply for scl. copy. Said clerk 
may, from time to é:x2 contract for the 
printing and dincinge of additional copies, 
as the same may be neéded, 

There being no appropriation for payin: 
the expenses which will be incurred in 
carrying said act and these rules into 
effect, and there being no eutfority for 
using for this purpose the fund at the 
disposal of this court, no further action 
can ke taken until such appropriation 
shall have been made, 

Little, J., concurring specially.—While I 
cannot concede that the legislature can 
impose upon ihis-court duties not contem- 
plated in the constitution, because the ju- 
risdiction of this court is by that instru- 
ment limited, yet as:I construe the act 
in question, it imposes duties, not judicial 
in their nature, upon the justices; and as- 
senting to the performance of those duties, 
I join with the majority of the court in 
making the rules considered necessary to 
red the provisions of the,act into ef- 
ect. 

Simmons, C. J., Cissenting.—Under the 
constitution of this state, the supreme 
court has no original jurisdiction, Its ju- 
tisdiction is in terms restricted to the 
eorrection of errors, or writs of error 
from certain courts mentioned in the con- 
stitution. The general assembly has no 
sewer to confer additional jurisdiction up- 
n the supreme court, or to diminish the 
jurisdiction conferred by the constitution. 
The act of 1897 confers original jurisdic- 
tion upon this court, by requiring it to 
adopt rules for the admission of attorneys 
to practice’in the superior courts, to de- 
termine the topics upon which examina- 
tions are to be had, to pass upon the 
merits of the examinations and the admis- 
sion of the applicants, ang to ‘ssue orders 
or certificates for the admission of the 
applicants. I therefore think this act is 
unconstitutional and void; and that for 
this reason any order of this court, re- 
quiring the superior court to admit or 
demy admission to any applicant, would be 
unauthorized and no effect. If the act 
dealt with a matter of wh'ch the members 
of the court could as individuals attend, 
I would cheerfully comply with the ex- 
pressed wishes of the general assembly; 
but as it requires the services therein 
specified to be performed by the supreme 
court, and as such seryices are in their :na- 
ture judicial, I can give my assent to 
the above order, an accordingly, object 
to the court’s taking¥any action whatever 
under the act. 

The court has adjourned to the’ first 
Monday in October,

CASE 723. 
English v. state. Before Judge Candler. 

Fulton superior court. 

Little, J.—Under ‘tthe decision of this 
court in Thomas vy. state, 38 Ga. 117, a ver- 
dict upon an indictment for murder, finding 
the accused guilty of “involuntary man- 
slaughter,’’ is too vague ang uncertain to 
support a judgment of any kind. Though 
complaint of such a verdict was made in 
a motion for a new trial and not by a mo- 
tion in arrest of judgment, it was not 
legitimate to refer either to the evidence 
or the charge of the court for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining what the verdict real- 
ly meant. 

Judgment reversed. All the justices con- 
curring except 

Fish and Lewis, JJ., dissenting.—Where 
a verdict of “involuntary manslaughter” 
was rendered ang not otherwise complain- 
ed of than as above indicated, and where 
the record discloses that the judge prop- 
erly charged the jury that there could be 
no conviction of involuntary manslaugh-’* 
ter in the commission of a lawful act, 
and further instructed them that inthe 
event they found the accuseg guilty of 
invcluntary manslaughter in the commis- 
sion of an unlawful act, the form of their 
verdict would be ‘‘we, the jury, find the 
defendant . guilty of involuntary man- 
slauzhter,”’ a verdict in these terms was 
sufficiently certain and was rightly con- 
strued and treated as a verdict convicting 
the accused of involuntary manslaughter 
in the commission of an. unlawful act.

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Prospects Are That Schools Will Be Fill- 
ed to Overflowing. 


MANY TICKETS ARE ISSUED 


Superintendent Slaton Thinks This 
Will Be Greatest Year for Schools, 


VACCINATION CERTIFICATES MUST BE SHOWN 


Many Applicants Not Aware of Re- 
moval of Superintendent’s Office 
to New Boys’ High School. 


A LTHOUGH ‘the city schools will not 


Open for the fall term for over a 
month yet applications are beginning 
to pour in on Superintendent W. F. Slaton 
in a manner that makes it certain that the 


grammar gchools will be crowded again 
this year. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon over 230 
tickets for seats had been issued by the 
superintendent of public schools, and the 
chances are that in the next week or so 
fuily that number of ticke.s wilt be itrued 
each day. 

Never before in the history of the public 
school system of the city has there been 
greater need for more schools than at the 
present time. Last year the schools were 
crowded to overflowing and Many were un- 
able to secure seats, even after the spring 
term had begun, while still others were 
compéile@ to remain out during the entire 
term. 

The various committees appointed by 
the board of education some: time ago to 
prepare suitable courses of study, to in- 
vestigate the prices of. books, and other 
matters of importance in connection with 
the public school system, will make their 
reports to the board at its next meeting, 

After the board has read and passed upon 
these reports they will’ be made public and 
patrons of the school will then know what 
changes have been made in the course of 
study for the ensuing term and also the 
prices that will have to be paid for the 
books, 

The board determined tea find out this 
year the lowest prices that books for use 
in the different schools could be had for, 
and to that end addressed the many book 
dealers in the city asking them for bids cn 
books and schoo! supplies, and nearly all 
the dealers complied. 

It is desired to have the schoolbooks cost 
parents ag little as possible, and the names 
of all bidders, together with their prices, 
wil] be published for the benefit of those 
who will have to purehase books for the 
year. 

Applicants for tickets for seats in the 
public schools are required by the Doard to 
submit a vaccination certificate from scme 
physician before they will receive tickets. 

All practicing physicians in the city are 
authorized to issue these vaccination certifi- 
cates and all have been furnisned with 
blanks for that purpose. 

A great deal] of confusion has arisén from 
the fact that very few of those who apply 
for tickets bring these vaccination certifi- 
cates with them, and@ consequently Super- 
intendent Slaton has been compelled to re- 
fuse them tickets.until they have secured 
the physician's certificate. 

Although the office ‘of ithe superintendent 
of public schools was removed from the 
Girls’ High school ‘some: three years ago, 
to the new Boyd High schoo) building. 
corner of Gilmer and Courtland streets, a 
large number of those who wish tickets 
for their children still go to the old office. 

‘Tt does seem funny,’ said Major Slaton, 
“that the people haven't learned that I 
have changed my office, and almost every 
day some one comes in and says that they 
have been over to my old office and waited 
there several hours for me to come, ; 

‘When the change was first made the pa- 
pers all advertised the fact for a long time 
afterwards, but the people, for all that, 
seem to think that I am still located on 
Mitchell street. 

“T am very anxious that those who wish 
tickets would come at once for them and 
not wait until next month and then all 
swoop down on us at one time. ‘he rule 
in our office is first come, first served, and 
if the parents would come now th*re would 
pe less disappointment in many instances 
when the schools open in September.”

CUT IN WEST BOUND RATES. 


Ocean Lines by 1 Panama Bring Down 
Transcontinental Rail Charges. 


The transcontinental freight rate situa- 
tion seems to be growing worse. The clip- 
per lines, which carry freight from San 
Francisco to Atlantic ports, made another 
cut in rates this week. Their new tariff 
ranges from 15 to 20 cents pelow that of 
the Southern Facific, and from 6 to 11 cents 
under the cut rates recently made by the 
Panama road. While these rates as yet 
only apply to certain commodities, they 
cut’ the rates on the chief articles shipped 
from California. Among these are canned 
salmon, wines and borax. The Panama 
road has already reduced its rates on these 
goods 50 per ceng, and the Southern Pacific 
has also come down from 3 to 40 per cent. 
While neither of these companies are seri- 
ously affected by the competition of the 
clipper lines, the cut made by the boats 
will tend to make the general freight rate 
situation worse. Unless some settlement of 
the fight can be brought about quickly 
westbound freight rates from the Pacific 
coast are likely to get into a bad tangle.
